Briton Defcribed, 

Or, A 
Journey thro' WA L E S. 

|>PON the ^irft of JafUi having 
I taken leave of my Friends, and 
\ received a. Meflagcv a little tiny Er* 
> rand to be utteredby Word of Mouthy 
tc^ether with a Letter to be delivered into the 
Hands of one of the moft Reverend T^hio» 
I begjM to have foiiie Thou^ts about r^git^ 
myfelf out for mine intend^ Voyage ; and to 
that End, I fpatterdafli'd my L^ with a Pair 
of Cuckold's Boots, and either adornM or fur- 
nifh'd my Hand widi a battooning Cudael, andi 
having entertain'd in my Retinue a whole D^ 
tick of Spaniels : 

Upon the Fourth . of June I turn*d one Sid« 
upon London, and the other towards Wales^ the 
Country which was to be the Fcripd and Term 
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of my Journey. Wc travelled all that Day 
wkh much Plcaiuce, beii)^ treated as we >yent, 
with the Delicacies of Nature : the Air was kind 
9Li^foft ; the Fields were trim and neat ; the Snn 
benign and iberiftnvg ; the whole Creation was 
oUiging^ and from every Thing wc met wc 
received a CivUity ; fo that i^is firft Day pafsTd 
over with much Satisfafti«n. I do not remem- 
ber that we faw any thing remarkable, unlefs 
*twas a Fellow driving ; a tif^d Cow^ whofe flow 
Motion he now and then quickened by wring- 
ing the Petrdnlum of her Tail, and (as it were) 
curling it into a Screw ; he tw^ed her forwird, 
and bor'd the Air with this living ^«fr^ ; me- 
thoughts a very pretty Trick* to make a Wim- 
ble of his Beaft, and a handK)me Way to infi- 
nuate her jlong, and to improve her Pace, 
•tVa§ far Beyond the^ CSurtlhip of a Wifp of 
Hay, in regard Fear urges more ^zn Flattery 
can allure, and all Creatures are more ready to

the' Machine (Uke a Jack) was run down and 
ItoodftiHi till this Artifl: wound it up, and fee 
the Movements a going. 

Being itidifierently refrefh'd by the Virtue of 
that i^aflage, we went forward very couragiouflyi 
and after a little Time were prciented with the 
Prolpeft of another Stene, which was laid in d 
Meaao# fey a River-fide, where we overtook t 
Rat'CaUbet and a Ftjhertnan difputing Prece- 
dency, and the Pre-cininency of their Profefliorls. 
The Rat-catcher argued, that his Calling was 
inoft worthy, in regard the Objeft of his Arc 
Vfzs 2iVocal Creaiurtj whereas that of thcf Fifher* 
inan's was dumb and Jilent i befides. Rats are 
educated in Courts and Palaces, are more choice- 
,. iy bred, and have a more delicate Diet, thari 
Filh,tofeed on; plentiful Rcvcrfions of Roaft and 
Boil'd, luxiirious Fragments, znd the magnijfici^ni 
Ruins of Pudding ana Pafty, are their common 
Difhes 5 only fometimes they pop on a Piece of 
Bread and Butter^ iiot of fo wholfome a Relilh, 
that is, a little Arfenick Ipread for 'em oh the 
Trencher of a Chip ; thefc are the fronds of this 
domcftJek Fermin 5 whereas ^orms and Flies, 
and vile Infcfts, and . perhaps a Hook- .to 
boor, are the bcft Fdt^ ihac is eaten by Fifties. 
The Fifticrman. rfcplied,- that Pifh themfclves 
were Fbod for Men, but it was never known 
that Rats were in Sciafiih, urilefi in the Exlre- 
inity of a Sitge or Famine. 

We left thcic Fcltowi vefy hot ih Controvcrfy,^ 
"Which could not be dlicifled, and pafsM on, till 
at length ^e arrived to a little Knot, or Jfterifvr 
of Houfes ftanding, or rather lying on the 
Grufnp of a Hill, rais'd fomewhat froudty above 
tlie ordinary Level; and met hough ts, look'd 

B 2 down 
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down with fomewhat of Difdain upon (he hum^ 
ble Vallies. Who was the Founder of this 
Hamlet is not certainly known » but we perceived 
the backer had been a great BenefaSor. As 
for the Nativity of the Place, the Foundation 
was laid under an unfortunate Configuration of 
the Heavens ; fo that the linkers and Coblers, 
and the Dregs of Mankind that dwelt there, 
cxpe&ed not Prorpei:ity, nor hop'd to be ad- 
vanced and fublimated into the Flotvcr of the 
People. The main Sirefs of Government lay 
upon the Shoulder of a fingle Man, who was a 
Sear-ward by Office, and being the moft fub- 
ibintial Perfon was thought Be to be irruefted 
with the foie Authority of the Townfhip ; a moft 
proper Magiftrate for fuch wild Savages ! We 
obferv^d that this Village had as many Ways 
into It, as it had Ways out of it, which were 
equal in Number to the Points of the Compafs. 
The purling Brook that crawled by it, the reek- 
ing Dunghill that breath*d within it, the erook- 
hacked Elm that (lands cringing near it, and the 
Packjaddli Steeple that ftood fquinting over it, 
made a pretty Draught of an handibme Land-

The Inhabitants of this Place were much ad- 
dicted to the Vice of Steading ; every i\{\xtgfiicks 
to their pitchy Fingers, and they have fuch an 
attractive Virtue, that wherever they come, all 
Things trot after the Magnetifm of their Perfons. 
A Fellow fquotting upon a Cricket in a Room 
we were in, and rifing up from his Seat, the 
Stool on a fudden (as if tack'd to his A-^-e) im- 
mediately marched after him, to the great 
Amazement of the Wqman of the Houfe» who 
did not fufpeft that his Bum had Hands^ or that

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her ZtwA fo nimbly could have usM its Legs. 
Another efpying ^ Cylinder of Bag pudding, 

?€tty thick in the Waift, lolling upon the 
able, whilft the Hoflefs tum'd her Back, in 
the very /wfwWi;^ of her Head J pocujs^d it into 
Fob, and fo fhi^owded its Dimenuoos into a 
fecond Bag. 

The approaching Night, and our wearied 
LimhSf compelled us to lodge among thefe Te« 
nements ; having almoft worn out ourfelves by 
tedious Travel, we refolv'd here to repair our 
Breeches: but, alas! t\M mending ^I allude to 
Taylorifin) was litde better than meer Botching^ 
For, whereas we thought to have renew'd Na« 
ture, and to have recreated our Palates with the 
pleafant Wholibmenefs of Rural Delicacies^ we 
could fcafce fo much as even patch her up Wikh 
the burden Accommodations of a red-letticM Inn; 
the Foretop of a Carrot, and a few parch'd Peafe, 
were our choioeft Rxjvender, which fill*d our 
Canties fo full of Wind, that we thought we 
had got the Four garters in bur Bellies, which 
made fuch Squ&s of our Breeches, that (like the 
Fifth oi November) we were continually dif- 
eharging oi Rockets zrA Crackers. 

The the next Day drefs*d with Aurora^ nay 
before flie had put on her Indian Goil^n, we fee 
out with the Sun, who, bearing us Company but 
a litde while, withdrew into an Apartment be- 
hind a Cloud, at whofe Abfence the Heavens,, 
fr&ivning and contraAing their Brows, did pre- 
lently foil a crying, and wept fuch plentiful 
Showers of Tears, that they moiftenM our Skins 
with the Deluge of their Grief: • JiMt that which 
terrified us, moft of all, was Water which we 
^w of feveral Colours, fometimes red^ and 

B 3 fom?-: 
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fbmedmes black ; which put us in mind qf tho(e ' 
prodigious Rains the Bhilofophers fpeak of^ Blood 
and /i^^ ; but overtaking a pe?//i^r and a Rsdz - 
O/t^r Man, we perceived 'twas the Dijlillalions 
of theip Budgets. But that which gave U^ngs - 
to Ti^r ^nd niade it ^merrily while jf^ were 
in the 'Company of thefe Vagrants, /isfCTC ths ^ 
frequent; parrels that were broached tictwecn 
thcn>,. which at lengtli were improved into fijverc* 
IBififfetinp. The Obje^ of both their Oqct^-^ • 
tions lies hid in the Earth, and they wgrfc like 
Moks, wljofe Employ is underground^ and 
(like a certain Fifh) they take their Colour from 
the Place they convcrfe in. The CoUief thi^p'd* 
Ayith* Tinffuring-ViOi the red Man black r, aqd the 
rpd Man dy'd with F^rmiHon Blow^ jjie black 
PylaqVed •, fo that we never law before fuch a 
party- cdoHr^d Combat, fuch a FooPsrCoaUd Con-* 
flidl:, wherein the ftout Champions were fp mu* 
tiially clliguis'd, that they feem'd to \^ jimpH" 
tuo^d^ add to be wholly transformed ^ in tp eacl^^ 
others, Per fon. 

After another Day's Trayel in Duft ^^4 Sunt 
we faTyted a good handfopie Town, .t?ota littk. 
refembling in Croqkedi^efs a middle- fiz'd&&tff-, 
ing Horn » at the Entrance into it, t\^ Uffcar- 
petnefs^ as I may fay, of the Floor, or, in other: 
Words, 'the Unevennefs of the Streets foa)ewhat# 
diflocating the Pofition of our almoft tripped up 
Feet, had like to have demolilh'd us, and (o 
Have thrown us down backward *» but to prevent 
the Solecifm of kifling the Place at the wrang End^^ 
we recovered our pall, and went bolt upright 
into the Navel of the Corporation, where;there 
was fuch an Affembly of Provifion as rcprefented 
a Marker, which was unhappily diftujrb'd by an, 

linfor- 
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fmfortimate Accident ; for 2icertam Bull of an 
lincnfMi Man, having n^iftaken bis Bp^r and 
taken Pepper in the Nofe inftead of t$l2//^s and 
being inrag*d and heated by the Virtue of the 
Spice» took a riik about the Crofs, and emptied 
by his Ranoble all Stalls and Panniers % fo that 
this brisk Cujlotner made a fcrambling Kind of 
Dinner for the wholt Country, who was riding 
upon one anothers Backs for Viands and Booty ^ 
and was tumbling among the Ruins of Bakers^ 
ViAuallcrs, and Coftcrmongers, We were in^ 
form'd that this Town was much infcfted with 
the unwelcome Vifitants, Rats zx)A Mice\ info^ 
.much that the Inhabitants have a Rat-cjutcber a( 
<a certain Penfion^.as the only ^Tails-man againft 
iuch hozious Vermin. 

Having left this ^own behind u$9 w^ came 
to a m^ oa our Lefc-hand^ nigh unto which 
i¥as a diTcontented Fountain murmuring as it runr 
(we did not enquire a what) and btibbling forth 
fcemingly much Difiatisfaftibn, This Wood 
was a promifcuous R^bU of all Vegetables, A 
STbrong of Trees of all Ranks and Qualities ; 
we refcelfaf d ourfelves a little under this natural 
jlrbow^ and being pretty chearful in this City 
cumftance of Place ; one of our Caravan began 
to exprefs his Joy in fome Notes of Mufick, 
whoy as fooD as he began to ftrike up with his 
:Bipe (thinking he had but one) be prefently 
perceivM it to be multiplied into an Organ^ and 
wbndcr'd (with the Bumpkin that puU^i at the 
Bellows) that he had (b much Harmony in him. 
For you mull know, hereabouts dwelt a Thing 
called an Eccho^ who, as foon as fhe heard but 
^qI^ Fay whipp'd, flie improved the Melody 
ij^%o a 1^9ifi and Concert ; and prefently increased 
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thofe fingle Notes into the whole Gamut ; andf 
moft neady play'd the fFdg with the Tail of his 
Voice ; being a very pretty Songfifj that fings 
well by the Ear. But while Lug was folac^d 
with the tattling Reverberation of Voice, our 
Eyes were ravilhM with a moft delicate ProfpeS y 
for here was a moft pleafant champion Piece of 
Ground, which, extending and roaming itfelf 
fome Furlongs in Length, was furnifh'd with 
all the Excellency that ever commended the 
moft tranjporiing Ely/ium ; the Air was lullahfd 
as ftill and quiet as dormant Infant ; the I>»y 
was orient, bright, and clear ; the Earth, like a 
Forefter, was clad in green : The Figure of diis 
Field was a Parallelogramum^ the §d\c was &• 
tuate South-Eaft by North, and confifted of a 
CUmax of three Rails, over which we convey'd 
ourfelves by Elevation rfLeg ; near the Entrance 
into the Meadow, we obferv'd an Hole or 
Cafement in the Hedge, which we peraiv'd the 
Hogs had oftentimes tbrededi but the Hedger 
had ^/tfz'J it with a Pane of Furz. 

Haying ambled over fome Furlongs on this, 
as it were, Newmarket Heath, we perceiv'd it 
to degenerate, and to grow worfe and worie, 
and, like an handfeme InccIc of Mutton, tode* 
tei mine io the Unevennefs of a Rock, or Scrag, 
A little while after we winded a Cordwainer^. 
who (af he told us) was newly recover'd from 
ti ^d MiJSbance ^9 for walking carelcfly, one Day 
he happened to have a Fall^ and to Jquot his 
Breech upon an Hedge-bog^ which he carried 
^way as cleverly (it clinging to his Buttocks^ 
as if he had fat upon a Sail of his Wax ; whe- 
ther there is a Sympathy between a SbQemakerh 
T^il^ an(l the Skin of an Urcbw^ pr whether 
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tlic Brijiks of the Creature entcr'd the Pores of 
his Badkfidc, we lift not to decide thatContro- 
verfy now \ but however the Mortal complain'd 
that it was an uneafy Cujhion^ and that that 
Spinny of Awls had made a Cullender of his 

A : But being not much concerned at the 

Cerehrojity of his Jtevy Bum, the Ilei- boles whcK^ 
of being not very deep, we went together, till 
we arrived to the Rougbnefs of the foremention*d 
Downs, which did fomewhat decline into an un- 
even Precipicej whofe craggy Suirs as foon as 
we bad defcended, we ftumbled upon an Houie, 
or a IXinghill modell'd into the Shape of a 
Cottage, whofe outward Surface was fo all 
to*be-negroed with fuchfwarthy Plaiftcr, that it 
appeared not unlike a great Blot of Cow-turd : 
This Strufture ftraddled over about eight Ells of 
Ground, above the Surface whereof the Eves 
were advanced about two Yards, and the Chim- 
ney peepM out about a Foot above the Eves 5 
the Lignt flowed in through the old Circumfe^ 
rence of a bottomlefs Peck : which, being ftruck 
in the Thatch, fupply'd the Place of an Orbicu^ 
lar Cafement. The Door- Way was a Breach 
. in the Wall toward one End, which being of 
a dwarfifli Size, i. e. two Foot lower in Stature 
than an ordinary Man, we were forced to abridge 
our Dimenfions, and to creep in. The Parlor, 
Hali, Kitchen, ue. oneRoom within, was prettily 
adorn'd with the Poetry of Ballads ; a crippled 
Pipkin with a broken Shin, near allied to a 
Diih of the fame Matter ; a vocal Spoon with a 
Whiftle at the End •» and a tipjy Cradle reeling 
in the Corner, methoughts, were aj&r^f/Zji Sort of 
Goodsy and not unhandfome Furniture. A whole 
IMter of Children was Jlrcw^d upon the Floor ; 

only 
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only one Map-beaded Boy w^ tripos* d on a 
Cricket, and blew the Fire ; the c^rv'd Mande? 
tree fee^n'd to be defended by t Ihtk wooden 
Fellow, furioufly ftrutcing in an Oaken Cloak ; 
;tnd we perceived the Window wits endars^d with 
the Pifture of a Fly. We obfcrv'd that the 
hulbf Cupboard was a Nufance to the whole 
JFamily of Houihold-ftufF, which it had mightily 
difobliged by oitrenching on their Liberties, 
they grudging it {a much Room ; and iodaed 
the Table, Bed, and other Utenfils have not 
fufier'd a little Detriment by its injurious Con^ 
tiguUy. We had a Profpcfl: of whole Territories 
about this Building, which though not large, 
yet were exceedingly well forti^ ; a little 
Hedge being a PaUifado on one Side, and a 
narrow Trench, inftead of a Bulwark^ on the 
other : the Continuity of the Mound was violated 
by a Notch in the Corner to fet a Stile in, ovor 
which when we had paiTed, we efpied a Bank 
like a little jFfyWtf, cap'd with a^ Hive of Bees, 
which this fcnall Eden curioufly carved, and (as 
it were ^incunx*d) into a Knot, did fcaft with 
the Moifture of its delicious Flowers. Leaving 
the PhylaSleries of this Yard, wc met the Good- 
Houfewife of this little Taiement with her 
Tipptt brijiling J htr Month mumping^ and her 
Hands knitting ; ^e had a Cade Lamb at her 
Reary attending upon her, and a IGtten in the 
Fan^ conducing her home. 

We followed our Nofes from hence, and 
were direded by the Clue oJF a long Hedge ; 
which, after a great Extent in Length, we 
found to be tagged with a rough Lane ; 
turning from which, a little toward the right, 
wc overtook a Church ftanding (like an Ace)

abd moping by it felf, at focqe Diftance ftom the 
^ovra; which whether it nx^ffom the Pari(h, or 
the. P^sfli yraw ity we are ijqr as yet infcMrmcd, 
thdq^ we have moft Reafon to fufpeS: the 
Ic^ieh ; in Regard as to * outward Appearance, 
thp weak Conftitucion of the Fabricfc fecm'd 
iipt much to be addi&ed to ' run. It feem'd 
to be very crazy, and had a Muffler of Ivy^ 
whkh, we prefulme, were jnftead of Crutches ; 
fon, whereas that ib^Ie Vegetable is ufualiy 
upheld by thtf Walls it clings to, we believe 
h was a Buttrefs here to fupport the Walls. 
Bub having fadden'd our Afpe£t with the me- 
lancholy Looks of this defolate Temple, we 
tQbk our Leave of it, ^nd ihot dir«6tly down 
z Baik upon that prophaiie Town to which 
it &emed to (land related. Ac our firft Sa« 
Ititatton thereof, we chanced to pop into a 
dapper Ale-b^ujlsy mightily ftufFed with a huge 
Hofiefs, . whotfe Moiuure diftilling through the 
Fores of her Body,, and being fomewhat tum'd 
t;hrai^ c%£ffiye Heat, ftruck our olfaStive 
Kerves with fo great a Sowernefs, that we 
hadiquite been txvercome with this Vejfel ofVl-- 
f^gar^ h^d fhe not too much jogg'd herfelf by 
:»n uj^happy Fall, and fptlt a great Quantity 
of: her un&uous Liquor. 

The Shoemaker oonjeddred that flic had 
loft about five or fix Pound (Averdupols) from 
hex R^ar behind, and prefently concluded, that 
|hie was in great Danger of hanging all a-one 
fii&j unlefs feme charitable Perfon fliopld poize 
her with Thruft of ajftfting Nofe. We had 
fcarce primed our Pipes, but in comes a Law* 
y fiber ^ accompanied with the Bum-hru/her^ or 
Schpolmafter of the Place* who, after fome

Time, took Occafion to fliew their Skill and 
Breeding at Fifty-cufis, but^Thanks to the StanJ 
without any Ti anger to their Profeflionsi for 
they did noc fo much aim at the Heai^ as le« 
vel their Fury at each others Heels^ where thc&r 
Knowledge was fuppofed not to lie^ though 
feme hold that they have as much Learning 
at one End as they have at the other. The moft 
remarkable Thing in this Village was a Car* 
rot-pate Houfc at the Pofteriors of the Town ; 
It was covered with Tile, and was curioufly- 
contrived after the Italian Models. The Ma« 
fter that did animate, or the ^EmKiylm oi this. 
Stone Carcafs (they told us^ was lately dead : 
His Piftemper was a parrel between his Belly 
and his Back ; the one being hurften took Pet 
and run away from the other, fo that the 
poor Man, bein^ at a Lofs for a Place to 
put bis Vidtuals in, dy^d with a Conceit. 

St. Cri/psn'^ Difciple, having a Miftrefs in 
this Lordihip, and being almoft within tha 
Jtmofpbere or her Prefence, beg^n to wind her, 
and had a great Tendency to. the Place whcpo 
Ihe was ; fo that I might as foon expe& that 
a Stone fhould fall beyond the Center, as thai 
this gentle Craftfman fhould budge fiirther \ 
wherefore nothing was expefi'ed now but an 
immediate Divorce from each others Com«* 
pany; but before we parted, he obliged me 
with the Profpe£fc both of her Perfon and Fbr« 
tune. As for the firft, as ibon as I faw it, 
I had greater Reafon to (;ongratulat6 my 
Eye- fight than I had before ; for ihe- was 
blefs'd with a moft ravijhing Afpedi:, and a iihug 
Face, moft prodigioufly grac'd with a dainty 
fii)p Nofe, faftcn'd in its Middle j which is

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tiot Kke fome Snouts that look more upon one 

Cheek, tluui they do upon the other, but fhews 

equal Refpe& to both, not at all difobliging 

the right by fleering too much on the left. 

And then for her Eyes, they are excellent ac 

twiring, and will be fure to keep her Nofe 

fafe (PII warrant you) for one looks one way, 

and the other another. The Woman had a 

Mouth too, which was fomewhat bigger thati 

that of a Musket, though not twice as big 

as the capacious Bore of a blue Noggin. 

This Mouth (he put but to one Ufe^ and that's 

&e fame that we put ours to, that is, to eat 

three or four Meals in a Day ; for it leems, 

wherea3 other Women often ufe theirs in prat* 

ing and twattliug^ we perceived diat this fav^d 

her Mouth and fpake through her Nofe. As 

we have given you the Pifture of her Perfon, 

ib now let's pretent you with a Landskip of her 

Fortune.

Ground, and Meadow, we could not difcem, 

but that (like a Spot upon the Globe^ they 

took but little Room upon the Surface of the 

Earth, and <like the Pofleflions of jilciUades) 

were but a little Speck to the World. A little 

Muck would dang her Fallow ; one high Ta» 

ble T — -<to fpeak in the Orford Dialed} will 

much enrich it, and an Ear of Corn will go 

near to fow it ; ^is like (he l)ath Grafs enough 

for a Q)uple of Rabbets. Having furrey'd 

the Paramour, and the Pordon of this Nivel- 

ling Cobler, aiter a fingle Sip of Sixes out of 

a Tin Pot, and a Treble Go-down out of a 

Cup of Double % after a r^bt Line Scrape 

with Uft Leg i and uncouth doffing of a bad 

Bonnety ahtr flinking a Compliment by Way 

of 
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of Thanks fdr Kis Society, attended by iai 
Coblerhood to the Confines of a Yaixi, at 
the clafping together of twd lowermg Gates m 
the Prefcncc of a corpulent and burly Ehn, I 
folemnly took leave of my fcUow Traveller; 
After his Departui;e, I was forced to beguile 
away the Tinne in the fiiady Ssdiiudi of ulenC. 
Thoughts, which before I fpcnt in the brisks 
Entertainment of Difcourfe arid Dialcgue : I 
had not long bofied my Faculties with inward 
Speculations, but I met with Variety of Ob^ 
)e£b courtingj with their Flatteries^ my almoft 
diftraided Contemplations. I iaw three Stoned 
j(b artificialiy &t, diat they reprcfented die Fi-; 
gore of a contrenient Stile. MethoUghts tbtf 
Arcbltxsfture of it was very curious ; for one 
Stone, about a Foot fquare, . being placed 
perpendicularly upright, its- Northern Ex- 
trefiiity was crofi'd by anothcit* at right An^^ 
gles ; on the other Side whereof, was creSt^ 
cd another perpendicular correfpondent to thd 
forniier. The Pofidon of thefe Materials made 
a pretty Fabrick, over which a Man might 
comttiodioufly pais ; its Surface was fmooth> 
not tufted with Snags, which are: always catck- 
ii^.and fnarling at your Cloaths,^ to the gKat 
Jajguife and Damage of your Breeches ; about* 
two Yards Diftance there was a Crofs delved 
in the Earth, whkh feemed eriiier an Argu- 
ment of Popijh Siiperfiiticn^ or a Sign or Mark 
of the Parilh Sehidge; 

Departing from hence, we mov*d through 
a Clofe very populous With Mutton ; tbert^. 
being Cas it were) a vfhok y^caJemy of^'Shoed 
Jeixkig on a Hay-Rick, not bottled out iin 
CO Commons^ but geometrically ' carved into^ 
V * good 
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igiodfiMffguiar Luncheons. 'Twas Foot<k>ath« 
ed (as it were^ with Straw near five Yards 
^bouc, upon which were, tumbling a Bag-piper^ 
and an Hocus^ who wantoned fo lohg till (like 
Dogs) at laft their Play determimed in a (harp 
Confiid. The Man of Mufick buffeted the 
Jugler to fime Tune^ who adding two or three 
Hozvls to the • Notes of his Drone-Piprf, by 
cleanly Conveyance, did vanifh from him. The 
Piper appcaroj of a tawny Complexion, hit 
No/e bending with an Ardi upward i his Eyes^ 
beiog fomewhat hollow, feemed to increafe the 
Pr^fMf^vr^ of his jetting Forehead. In a 
Word, there was Charm enough in his Af- 
pe& I he was well built, his whole Frame and 
Contexture vfzsjweet and regular ; I muft needs 
iay,. I have feldom met with any handfomer 
Idoddj or Platform of a Man. But though 
his Perfon was neat and uniform^ yet his Ha* 
bit and Garb was full of Deformity ^ and there 
w^re as many Solecifms and Incoberencies on thefe, 
as there were Cotigrtiities and Beauty commenda- 
ble in that. He wore a Mifcellany of Ap* 
pare], a GaUimqfry of Cloaths^ as I humbly 
conceive, it was a Tjtbe Suit^ compofed of va<« 
rious and feveral Sort^ ; fuch a Club of Rags^ 
and Rendefvoux, of Fragments, muft needs be 
a CoUe&ion (like the Jerkin of the Jay^ of 
feveral Feat;hers from divers Birds. His Dou- 
blet (which indeed was but one great Patch in 
Folio) was very heterogeneous from the reft of 
his Attire ; he had worn his Lappets into 
peirfcft Fringe (fo that he feemed to be fur- 
rounded with the Remnant of a Curtain) and 
had thinned his Elbows into their firft Princu 
fles. It was of a Moufe-Colour Hue, and 

(as 
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('as near as I could guefsj it appeared to b^* tfi# 
Refult of an old Cloak ; both its firft Critp 
and Latter-Math too were both worn off, and 
it was fo thread-bare that it had almofi fouH'^ 
dered three or four of his beft Lice ; whcre-^ 
fore we advifed him to hang it no longer on a 
Knave^s Back, but to condemn it to the Houfe- 
wifery of a Shoe-clout. The Relicks that 
were left of his tattered Breeches were one 
Story pendulous below his Coat. His Inftru- 
ment (like a Gizzard) was tucked under his 
Arm, which, by Shog of Elbow, he did bug 
into Harmony, 2Lndfqueeze out of itsWomb moft 
ravifliing Ditties. We made but few Remarks 
on the Perfon of the Juggler, only we thoughc 
it appeared to be fomewhat Jleathy ', his Nod-^ 
die was fhrowded under the Patronage of a 
col loped Hat, whofe* indented Margin, being 
fomewhat frail, declined from the Equality of 
an horizontal Pofition, and flapping inward on 
both Sides, and hugging his Ears, forced the 
poor Man to look as it were through a Spout. 
.He had a Bunch of Ribbond in his Hand^ 
which poffibly might be the Eflfeft of his laft 
Vomit ; for, we fuppofe, having had a Surfeit 
of Silk-worms, and a Loom in his Throaty he 
can di/gorge more at a Caft, than an ordi* 
nary Weaver can work in a Week*s Time. 
His little Pointingfiick and Tin Diflies, with 
other Implements of his Art, made an horrible 
Noife and Combujlion in his Pocket, even to 
the Terror and Amazement of an Humble-Bee^ 
who was rioting on the Luxuries, and was wan^ 
tonly basking on the funny Terrace of a /mag- 
nificent Thiftle. Nay ,the jingling of his Tackle 
did alarm an Army of fFafps and Hornets^ 

' ■ which 
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. Ivhich lay encamped hard by uhder the Rcxtf* of 
a fhady Fur±-bu(h ; thefe made fuch an Onfet 
on Hocus with their Ifandjpriz.ades^ that nniaking- 
a PtH-eu/bion of his Body, they Auck it fo full 
of Needles, that the Pungency of their Wea- 
pons^ and Artillery piercing to the Quick, made 
the pbor Fellow curvet and elevate himfelf 
nimbly into two or three dancing. Capreolls., 
He carry'd on hisBack as thick z^kkfil of Stingy 
as a Hog ofBriftles. He was fwcU'd to- a. 
treble Proportion beyond -what he was ; bis 
Handf were grown too big for his Pockets» 
afid could have nq Reception intO/thofe nar* 
row ClofetSi The Circumference of. his Head 
was hugely incfeafed beyond the Diameter of 
his Hat },fo that the Convexity of the former, 
could not be contained within the Concavity of 
the latter. In a Word, being magnified be* 
yohd the Fallacy of the bed: Glafs* his Cloaths 
tvG.re too little for his enlarged Dimenfions i fo 
that he burft through the Confines of his fcantj 
Cafe. Means prefcntly were ufed for the level- 
ing of this mountainous Vagrant, and Hide^^ 
fwpin ; he was immediately plunged into a 
Bath <3f Honey, which though a prcfcnt Cur? 
of bis; Difeafe aod Malady, yet . was as great 
a Caufe. of ^n Inconvenience as bad ; for a 
certain Bear not far off^ got [his Medicine in 
the Wind, and came galloping for a Lick of 
her admirM Dainties *, which, when the Jugr 
glcr perceived, having loft through Fear the 
retentive Faculty, he adulterated her Difti by 
a Mixture of fomewhat that was of the fame 
Colour, though not fo fweet. The Juggler boofd 
it away with a winded Speed ; the Bear^ with 
a Pair up and a Pair down, moft fwiftly pur- 

C fued 
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fucd him. We ftay'd not to fte the Ifliic of 
the Race, but advanced forward in a regular 
progrefliirc Motion, whO| after a little Time, 
w^re croflfed by a Rivulet,ivhich wriggled along 
with a crooked Current \ orer which we con- 
veyed ourfelVes by Saltation. On the other 
Side of the Bank, was a little ytrahia oi Sand, 
enough ( I fuppofe ) to fupply all the Hdi^'- 
GlaJ^s m the Country ; nay, perhaps/ and that 
of^ Ttme too till the Jaft Minute : Near thb 
Mountain of Sand," lay proftrate at Length 
iitva IroH'Wtd%es contiguous to a Block in Fs* 
li&9 which we fuppofed was to be rent into Col- 
lops,, and to beconie a Sacftfice to hungry VuU 
ean. Th^e was a numerouii Family of Chip* 
^bout it, tvhich were different in Shapiet Co- 
lour, and Bignefs, fo that they feemed not to^ 
be the OfBpring of the fame Parent ;• thfcy lay 
in a Cbaes without any Order, amidft which 
Gonfufion,' the unlucky Gib^oniti^ that he^*d 
thtm^ loft the Head of his Ax : The Dicdla- 
thn whereof feenied ominous to the Man,- and 
made him fuperftitioufly leave his Work : My- 
feif, and a Couple of Gadarihs that Vftrt driv- 
ing Swine, n^de a diligent Scrutiny fbr the 
Noddle of the Tool, which, after fome Time: 

to lie entombed uAder the Mtiu^ 
JMeum of a good lufty Shaving. We did not 
Tceive that it was itidch damnified by its 
etirement, only the Dampnefs of its Urn 
did fomewhat abate and obfcure the Eager- 
nefs of its Edge, and the Luftre of its Af- 
^eft. We delivered it into the Hands of its 
Owner, who prefcntly faftened it to the Shoul* 

ders CO which it did belong. 
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After a fmall Ofiering df Thanks for our 
kareful Search, the Swino- herds turned to the 
left, and we wheeling to the right, after we had 
joggM over fomc few Acres of a pbkgmatick znA 
cold Conftitution, mdl happily popped on the 
tvanner Turf of a pleafant Cornfield; Ic was 
fringed about with a Mound of Elder-trees, 
whofe ambitious Height and luxuriant. Branch* 
es gave impregnable Security to the neftling 
Birds. The Diameter of a Path i*un through 
the Midft, whofe * Poles were ttanfverfe or 
thwarted the Hinges ^ the World. It was en- 
vironed on both Sides with a Sea of Gorn^ 
which being mov'd by the Breath of jEoIus 
(that Bellows of the World) what a Flux and 
Reflux was there of Waves of Wheat ! We 
pafled through this Territory and Doni^ini(>n of 
Ceres with the moft exalted Delight* How did 
that Godieft fit in Triumph there ! What 
Crowds of Clients bowing thek Ears to her Com- 
mands and Dilates ? 'Evtxy Land was parted 
with the Ifthtnus of a Balk^ on feveral of which 
lay the Habiliments of the Harvefters } an ex* 
tended Sleeve of a red Waift-coat, embracing 
the Collar of a Leathern- Jump, and touching 
the Hem of a grafted Petticoat, prefentcd us 
with the Idea of a pretty Watd-Rohe. We went 
cut of this f nclofure through the weftern Pailage 
of a three-railed G^te : Upon which there did 
diredHy (hoot the aged Fragments of a decrepid 
Wall ; which orer-topping our Stature in 
Height and Tallneft, we were forced to add 
to cur Quantity a Nine- inch Stone^ that rait 
ing our Dimenfions we might peep over It. 
There was fcarce any Thing remarkable on the 
other Side, unlcis a vaft RoUing-pin of human 

C a Or- 
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Ordure. It was four Inches Diameter, and 
probably difcharged from a Mufqtui-Bore, and 
that near upon the Confines of a Tuft of 
Wormwood, whofe bitter Scent mixed with 
the Unfavourinefs of excrementitious Atoms 
breathed a medly Kind of Stinky and gave 
but ordinary Entertainment to our ofiended 
Noftrils. Among the Ruins of this Mound, we 
difcovered the Snout and fome other Limbs of 
a murtbered Dial ; it was not fo defaced, but 
that we could difcover in its Pbyftognomy fome 
tnartjr^d Figures, that were yet l^iblc, and 
. there were fome Relicks of Lines, that were 
not quite obliterated. Time, I prefume (be- 
ing vexed perhaps that it fhould obferve its 
Motions) hath fet its Grinders in it, and out 
of EfPVy and Malice hath quite devoured lU 
I am apt to think that this Pile of Stones ftood 
in its native Country, where it was firft bred, 
as may be conjcftured from an adjacent Pillar, 
whofe Pregnancy (we fancy) produced thisLzV- 
ter of Stones, it being the Mother of thefc 
rocky Babes. We advanced to the Orifice of 
this lapideous JVomb^ where were hewing Mor- 
tal^, by cruel Midwifery^ digging out the Ofi^ 
fpring of teeming Earth. It was an unpolijhed 
Spcftacle, and the Workmen were as rough 
and uneven as the Profpcd ; and the Artificers 
were as intradable and ftubborn as the Mate-^ 
rials, or Objefts of their Art. Two of the 
moft brawny Pavicrs ftood lolling by the Mat- 
tock that picked them out, and a fingle one, 
in a decumbent Pofture, lay proftrate at their 
Feet, whofe Northern Extremity performed the 
Office of a Pedejlal to the EmMo of a Sta- 
tue, which was but newly hatched, and fafhion'd 

in 
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in a Bed of Sand. The Declivity of a Cor- 
ner, near the Entrance into the Pit, gave Occa- 
fion to the Water to Jlagnate into a Puddle \ 
through which we did qot fail, though the 
Trajedtion was very (hort, but fetching a Cir- 
cuit about its Shore, we went out ac the Paf- 
fage through which we entered. But no fooner 
had we conveyed ourfclves out of this Hole^ but 
after we had traced over fome few Furlongs 
of a grajfj Pavement y a certain Moiety of our 
Bodies popp'd into anotbery and a few Steps 
after, fome of our Feet happened into a third ; 
and, a little while after, falling down, our 
Hands were buried in two more. We won- 
dered who had punched fo many Eyelet-holes 
in the Earth's Skin, till feeing Robin Run-a 
hole fit mumping (like a Trogloditej in his 
Houfe under Ground, we perceived the In- 
clofure, we were in, was a well-peopled Warren : 
We had a Frisk or two after the inhabitants of 
the Place 5 but their Heels prevented our Dcfign 
on their ScutSj for the Ni'mblenefs of the one 
fecured them from Impofition of Sali on the 
^fher. The SanRuary of their Burrows defend- 
ed them from the Violence of all Perfecutions. 
Their Cells were contiguous, nay, in fome Pla- 
ces, they had broken down the Partitions, and 
by a frequent Burglary did invade the Privacy 
of each others Apartments. The Dragon that 
kept this Garden of Conies was a Zam- 
zummin in Stature, a fecond Goliabj whofe 
Hand was ^arterftaff'd with a mighty Beam. 
They told us of an Hercules or two that came 
to encounter this Keeper, who (tis faid^ did fo 
aut'Club the Yermin, that inflead of an Juger^ 
bole^ he made them earth themfelvcs in the 

C 3' Afylunx 
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Afylum of a Coney-bole. The Burrow of the 
Keeper ftood near the Center of his Dominions, 
being the MetroplUan Seat of that little NalioM 
of Rabbets. The Archite{lur$ of the Fabrick 
was not contemptible, being (lately in Height, 
whofe Top was crowned with the Magnificence 
of TurretSy whofe vigilant Loftinefs had an Eye 
to the Security of the circumjacent Region^ 
The biggeft fVonderinent^ we bcheW about it, 
was. That its Head did not fhoot fo far up-^ 
fvard into one Element, but its Feet funk as 
low downward into another, it ftanding Knee- 
deep, nay almoft up to the Waift in Earth, 
having as many Stories under Ground as it had 
above. Whether the Bucks or Does were the 
Pioneers that dug thofe Cellars, or whether the 
Architect defigned them on Purpofe to prer 
vent the Underminings of thofe notable J[>eh 
^ersy we are not fo well able to determine. We 
efpied, in a Corner^ 4 wooden Stratagem or 
two on Purpofe to entrap (we fuppofcdj en- 
fnaring Reynard, fo that that living Gin^ fo 
fatal to Pullen, dy*d himfelf in a Wile^ and 
one Trap was trapann^d by another. It was a 
well-contrived Arnbujhy and pretty handfomely 
viftual'd with a good lufty Temptation^ which 
fo wrought upon Reynard, that he could not^ 
by any Means^ refift its Charms, though it is 
thought he was as wife a Fox as any in JEfop^ 
whom we never met with, without a Piece of 
Morality tacked to their Tails. 

Having pafs'd the Bounds of this Rabbet- 
Limhoy it was not long before we were cm- 
brac'd within the Confines of a Spot of Ground 
like an Orchard ; for the Ranges of V^^ 
lablcs gave us a Ihrcwd Sufpicion that Pur 
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fn99m had had her Refidence in that Place : Here 
Autumnus flood lolling under the Freffure of 
a Burden, being fcarce able to bear io many 
lFr€aibs of Fruit. His Head was crown'd fo^ 
that it bow'd with Apples ; fo that Shaking 
his Ears as we pafs'd through, he did fo pek 
]us with a Shower J that the unlading of his 
Noddle made Fradures in our Pates» and rais'd 
humours in Sinciput as big as Kentifh Pippins. 
The Place was prf tty populous with Trees, 
die Squadrons whereof feem'd to be well dif«r 
dplin'd, fianding in their Ranks, and as ic 
were in Battle-array Xiktz. well ordered Ar* 
my. Here were fevcral Degrees of Vegeta- 
bles in wonderful Subordination one under 
another from the Commonalty of Shrubs 
to the Majejiy of a Cedar. Here were In* 
ferior and Superior ^ and (as it were ) Digni* 
ffd Fruit-Trees 5 among whom there flood a 
Pear-Tree, I fuppofe Lord Primate of the 
Hierarchy. In a South -Weft-corner we cfpy'd 
a few vermiculatingHb^^^ wriggling like Worms 
iip the Pyramid of a Pole \ near which ftood 
an Eltn-Trce in the Arms of Ivy, which 
hugg'd it fo cbfe, that it was almoft in^ 
corporated into it by its clafping Embraces. 
The Pojieriors of die Elm-Tree were molt 
barbaroufly chajiii'd by the Prickles of a 
Bramble, which the Breath of ^olus would 
often move with fmart Jerks. One of our 
Company taking an occafion to pais by one 
cff thefe unfeen Briars, they prefently had their 
, Xakns clawing^ upon his Back, and frighted 
the Man at much as the Bu(h did Demoft- 
benes^ which, catching him by the Coat, made 
him ( fuppofing it to be -an Enemy ) to cry 
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out for Quarter : But the Fellow being cas^d 
in Leather, and the Buffnefs of his Coat be- 
ing Armor-proof againft the Briftles and (as 
it werej Hedghgifm of their Prickles, they could 
not fatten their Fangs in his Garment, where- 
fore f Thanks to his Stars ) the Man had no 
Hurt, but was blefs'd with a grea^t Deliverance. 
Toward the Bottom of this Orchard lay prof- 
trate the Trunk of a flain Myrtle^ and that 
not far from the Verge or Shadow .of a Cops 
of Beans, pretty tall in Stature, and well 
branched ; by the Coverlets we faw there (hould 
be Beds not far off, I fuppofe they were the 
Lodgings of Carrots, Turnips, and of other 
Roojcs. There were Cabbages grown to a com- 
mendable Globojfiy^ theRoundnefs whereof tempt- 
ed us to a Game at Foot-ball \ we banded 
them about fufficiently, and made fome of them 
caper over a Ten-foot- wall. One of the Game- 
fters was hit juft in the Mouth, the Bore where- 
of, being too little for the Bullet, could not re- 
ceive it into its Orifice^ but however it gelded 
and damp'd its Fury, fo that it did not retort 
with Violence to the Injury and Detriment of 
any body elfe. We had fweat longer at the 
Recreation and Olympick Sport of Kick-Cab- 
bage^ had not the Breath pf Cloacina (her Ha- 
bitation being near ) been fo ftrong, and been 
a Nufance'unto us. 

So that being ftunk out of our S^uarters^ 
"we turn*d pur garters upon the Stinky and 
traveled over a Grate into a Church- yard : 
The Track of our Path lay between the Man-^ 
fton-boufe of the i>i;i/^ on the left hand, and 
the Church on the right ; behind which to- 
wards the South tlicrc fiood or lay (vft can^ 
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not 'tell which) a weather-beaten 7<?iw&, which 
was Moufe-eaten at one End by that Vermin 
Time, that nibbles all things : It feemM to 
be an inverted Hog-Trougb turn'd topfy-turvy 
with its Muzzle downward ; but whether it 
was or not, or wliether it was purpofely c- 
refted as a Monument to preferve the Memo- 
ry of thofe Aftes that lay under it, ^e can- 
hot tell, tho' we have fomc Reafon to fuf- 
peft the former, in regard there were fo many 
Swine a digging about, who, with the natu- 
ral Spades of their Nofes, had almoft made 
a Pit'bok for the Stone^ and fo had like to 
iiave bury'd one Grave in another. Here was 
a whole Herd of Swine a rooting as if they 
had been turn'd in on purpofe to root up 
Cbrijiians^ as they are in the Fields in lialj 
to dig up Turffles. A little fTall lay fCulk- 
ing about this Territory of the Dead, which 
we fuppos'd was plac'd there as a Bultmrk 
to their Alhes, but it prov'd but a feeble 
Fence againft the Intrulion of the Lambs, who 
made frequent Capreolls into this adjacent Dor- 
mitory : The Mound was rais'd a little, and 
capped with Turf, and environed with the Hol- 
lownefs of a good handfome Ditch ; but yet, 
neither Cap nor Ditch could keep thcfe Ani- 
mals from leap^frogging over them, from graz- 
ing in a Cbarnel^ufcj and from turning a 
Camitery of Shades and Ghofts into a Feed* 
ihg Pafture of hungry Beafts. 

We mounted this Wall, and mov'd on to- 
wards the Weftern Period of our intended 
Journey. The bordering Clofe was pimpled 
with Mole-hills, which feem'd but young Pro- 
tuberances not blifter'd into the Bigntfs of 
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fome neighbouring Banks. Leaving this 
Ground behind us, we d^fcended the Declivity 
of an adjoining Failure pretty well bearded or 
hrijlkd with Thorns and Bufhes ; and i^ pafs'd 
through a Farmer's Yard, where we faw aa 
Mps of Straw, with Swine ( inftead of Snow^ 
a groveling a top on't ; which put us in 
mind of the AmbitiBn of Goats, who arc zU 
ways clambering up the Crags of Rocks. The 
Wcftcrn Extremity of the Wheat-Hovil ihot 
diredly up the Barn, an Appendix to which 
fiood the Apartment of the Hogs* over which 
was percVd a Rooft for Poultry. 
. Not iar from this Country Tufculum ft^od 
the IJland of a Houfe in the Embraces of a 
Moat, like Ticho*s Uranoierg in the midft 
of the Sea ; an ancient Pile* a reverend NeSi 
of as venerable a Bird^ which having taken 
her flight hath left it a Solitude. The great*- 
eft Obferyables were a little Tilent Bell in 
Duodecimoy which, being utterly difieepled, hung 
between the CoUops of an old Wall, or rather 
a ilf(?r/jrinvers'd, which bad loft its Pcftle, 
fo that it was not vocal by Stroke of vfter^ 
nal Clapper^ but by Knocks and Blows of ex-- 
ternal Hammer \ within the Sound of this Bel{ 
flood a lolling Wajbing' Block \ being a wood- 
en Wmdioi Anvil y where the Shez-Vulcans w^e 
hammering out with Battle* Door the l^ilth of 
Linnen, whofe undluous Diftillations were the 
Nile that water'd the iittle £gypt of the ad* 
jacent Garden. 

Having movM from this Manfion about 
three or four Furlongs, we pafs'd by the 
Skirts of a roiaiile Engine^ in Shape not un<^ 
like an Houfe, being pack- fair d at Top^ 

with 
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with a Ridge : It feem'd co (land upon Stilts, 
and CO be a moving Habitation like thofe of 
the Getes^ 'Twas prefaced vnih a P^rtico^ 
into which we afcended by a Scale of Stairs. 
The whiftling Wind breadi'd a Vertigo in its 
Pate, whofe Giddineis, communicating a Mo- 
tion to its Grinders, made it Vfbirlegig the Grata 
into Flower. A little diftant from hence be- 
yond a fmall fandy Defart flood a Village, 
V^hofe Steeple wasi in its Center, not unlike 
the Maft of a Ship. This Tower, as to out- 
ward Appearance, had a Portlf Perfon : yet 
they told us it had the Imperfe&ion of Duinb^ 
nefs ; it having been dif-MPd for fome Years. 
They were alartn'd to Church by the Report 
of a Mufquet^ which the Cleric (being an emi- 
nent Gunner j did ufually dijR^rge at every 
Man's Door. This Clerk was a Weaver by 
Trade, and had relation to a Loom^ wherein 
he had been amkling for feveral Years with 
one Foot up and the othet dewH, and with 
all his treading hath fcarce got Cloth enoi^h 
to repair the Breaches of his tatter'd Elbows. 
They told us that his Trade and he had late- 
ly been at Cuffsj and are juft upon partings 
it being fuch a Ltmh-wa^ivg Profeffion, that 
he is not able to endure the Penance of it. 
This Man had wonderful SkiU in fioeeping the 
Church, and 'tis thought cookl tell what a 
Cl^ck 'twas at the South Dial as weU as mofl: 
jijironmners ; he was alfo a pretty Man of 
bis Hands for Singing ; for when the Tune one 
Sunday had ambled from him into the Chan- 
cel, and had almoft caught a Fall among the 
Non-fongSters \ really they told us that this 
Man gave it fucix a neat Jerk, as that 
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he twitcVd ic into the, Church ftrangely. Now, 
I fay, for the Clerk to have a rare Knack of 
fecuring the Hymn from thofe that would fteal 
it. Oh I 'tis an excellent Thing ! The moft re- 
markable Things in this Town were an Ecckfi- 
a/iical Wall made oifecular Mud, which mound- 
ed in the Introduftion of the Parfonage : it af- 
forded fecurc Harbour to Vagrant Bees, who, 
xendczvoufing here, became a Celony ; they made 
fo many Cells in it, that it appeared tb be the 
Fragment of a reverend Honey-Comb. Not far 
from this grew a Tree in Folioj an huge, thick, 
fquot Elm, pounded within the Circumferences 
of four Benches, which we fuppos'd to be Seats 
made on Purpofe for the Pofterns of Speftators, 
when fFhitfun-Ale is folemniz*d with Fejlivity of 
Fiddle, and celebrated with Caper after Pipe 
^nd Tabor. 

Immediately after our Departure from this 
Place, Night overtook us, whofc Sables, eclipf- 
ing the Splendor of the Day, (horten'd our 
Courfe, and crooketCd our Career afide to look 
for a Lodging. An happy RetrofpeSl oblig'd us 
with the ProfpeS of glimmering Thatch, which 
the nearer we approach'd, the more vifibly it 
appeared in the Shape of an Houfe. It was call'd 
by way of Irony a Caftle, whofe Governor was 
a decayed Taylor, who having loft, through an 
unfortunate Hole of his Pockets, his Needles 
and^Thimble, thofe Chattels of his Breeches, and 
Implements of his Vocation, was reduced to 
Poverty. The Man was nimble of Foot, though 
a Dwarf in Bulk, fo that nine of fuch might 
very well club to the elementing of a Man. After 
a fmall Collation of Tripe and Buttermilk^ we 
tripp'd up a Ladder to the Apartments of our 
.' . fevera^ 
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feveral Cabbins^ ^hcre^ with the Poppies of 
Sleep, we refrefh*d our Noddles, to the great 
Comfort and Satisfa£i:ion of our :wearied Car* 
caiTes. After Valoliftion to Prickloufe, the 
next Morning we fet out with theSun^ and had 
not went above a Mile or two, but we heard 
the Rumour of a fad Difafter which had lately, 
befallen a Country Coryion^ which was the Lo^ 
of a whole Pound of Candles, fuppos'd to be 
itolen by fome Higb^way Rat at one Robbery. 
The Relations were various as to the Manner of 
the Theft ; fome fay he carried them away be- 
hind him, like a Burden of Sticks ; others fay» 
that he hung them by his Side like Bandileers^ 
but moft agree, that he laid them upon his 
Shoulder one by one, and ran arm'd away with 
the Luminaries as with fo many Mufquets. We 
were fomewhat amazed at the Horror of that

fad Story, fearing left we ourfelves fihould be a 
Prey to thofe bold Banditti^ who, being pretty 
greafy^ feemM to be a good handfome Bait^ and 
fo, being miftaken for RaUA>ane^ might be 
poucVd byjthe Vermin : But (Thanks to the Stars) 
we efcip'd the Fate of the Btjhop, of Mentz^ and 
march*d on upon the Fore-head of a fmooth 
Mountain, upon the Summity whereof /(^ir^Z/^i 
another Hill \ but it bore no Proportion to the 
Seat it fat on, being but a Pimple to it, as that 
was but a Mole-hill to the whole Globe ; it put 
us in mind of Pelion clambering upon the Back 
of Ofa, that falfe Heraldry of the Giants, Hill 
upon Hill, by which Bunches they thought to 
have fcal'd Heaven % the Crown of the upper- 
moft was fomewhat deprcflfed and funk into the 
Holkwnefs of a little Valley, about which ftood 
the natural Bannijlers of fome Thorn-bulhcs, 

whofe 
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y^hoik folding Branches weav'd into a Leilic^i 
which threaded by the Sun-beams dappled the 
Ground with a pleafanc Cbecper-wcrk^ and 
yieidad belides a good handfome Shade to the 
panting Sheep, whofe FJceccs difcovcr'd them 
to have taken Sanftuary here againit the Perfe* 
cutioHs of the violent Heat ; for die Cattle feed* 
ing within the Covert, and rufliing through the 
Brake, every Briar took ToUoi their Coats, and 
excifd their Backs as faft as they fiU'd their 
Bellies ; on every Sprig there hung a Fragment 
of their liveries^ and the whole Hedge was 
€loatb*d with tatter'd Fleeces, as if Wool had 
been vegetable^ and had grown there. Theft 
Spoils were look'd upon as excellent Booty to 
Vagrant Youth, who went about dripping, 
plundering, ana, as it were, Sheep-Jbearing the 
Hedges : We met a Crew of tiiefe Pickering 
Wool* gatherers, the very Emblems of Beggary^ 
and but once removed from vileft Rafcality -, one 
Shoe a-piece, and half a EUt, a Remnant of a 
Doublet, and a Moiety of a Sleeve, a Pair of 
Difpocket Breeches, and a jagged Jump, werei 
the Flower of their Accoutrements, except two 
or three Locks of Wool tuck'd like Scuts under 
their Girdles as a Badj^e of their ProfeflTion ; and 
ibme crammM Scockmgs bobbing at their Sides 
as Tropines cf their Pyracics* 

Some few Furlongs from hence there was a 
mixt JJfembly of Kine and Goats at Dinner upoit 
tht Linvnsi their Meal was interrupted by the 
unwelcome Salutesof troobkibme Breezes, whofe 
Stimulation of Rump did engender fuch a Fro* 
lick, that with curled Tail, and tofs*d-op Horn, 
they run gadding and bellowing, and with their 
vocal Friflcings, with a pleafant Kind of Tcr* 

ror. 
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ror, did at once both recreate and affright the 
aft(M)ilk*d Beholders : The Magiftrate or Herds^ 
fnaht that kept thefe Animals, was in the midft 
of the Tumult, who, finding himfelf miferably 
involved in ^Hubbub, with furious Club chaftis*d 
their Gamefomenefs, and with mighty bulling 
l)ecalm*d the Uproar. This Fellow was a 
ftrange Creature, wonderfully Goth^dy and all- 
iO'he-vandalPd even to Barbarity itfelf. A Clown 
in Grain ! An uncultivated Boar ! A Bcaft of 
the Herd in human Shape. We proposed a 
Qjjery or two about the Genius of the Place ; 
he told us the Soil was cold, and big with Clajy 
Stud would doubtlcfs yield a good Harveft of 
Tobsicco- pipes 5 and as for the People, he faid 
they were a Pan -pudding Sort of People, much 
addicted to thsit vile Sort of Creature. A whole 
Table at a Ghriftening is fpread with z,Tard of 
Puddingy and a Balk of Beef, a Ridge of one, 
and a Furrow of the other, which did fo won- 
derfully work upoti their Chops, and made their 
Mouths fo Water, that two of the chiefeft 
Grandees of the Town, the Ho^erd^ and • the 
Heywardy fell ferioufly to fnouting for fomefew 
Mqrfcls ; the /we^-^^r'^ Pitcher, that flood upott 
the Bench, was Mr. Prinn^d in the Scuffle, i. e. 
loft a Lug in the Fray ; and we were informed 
afterward, that the Diflaff loft a Lock or two 
of its flaxen Perriwig. 

Among rationalWondtrsj the moft remarka- 
ble Miracle of this Place was an eminent Cot- 
fuean, a meer Woman in the Habit of a Man^ 
a kind of Mat cut-purs' d Creature, an Epicane 
Anrmal of a twtftcd Gender, who hath a Pettis 
coat Soul in a Trunk-Breecb*d Body, and fcanda- 
aztthFtrility hj Skill in Hou/ewif cry . Hefpins 
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(they fay) like a Spider, and makes his Wheel 
giddy by a fwift Vertigo 5 we obfcrv'd him to be 
JtateU in his Gate when he advanceth up tp 
Spindle ; and indeed was retrograde again with 
no little Gratuity. He is a learned Craftfman in 
the making of Diet, a notable FW-jPr^m^r, who 
buSets the Cream till he hath frighted it into a; 
Confidence, and knock'd it into Butter, and 
afterward fqueezes with Dexterity of Fift. He 
was endowed with the Gift of toffin^ of Pan- 
cakes, and had a wonderful Knack at tempering 
the Materials of a Bag-pudding« He furpafs'd 
the Dairy-maids in Milk-pan Accomplifhments^ , 
tind was excellently qualified for a Meal-Tub 
Office. He fquecz'd the Curds with Cbeefe-frefs 
Bum, and kneads the Dough with Fulch of El- 
bow. He is a Critick at fweeping, and manage 
cth the Beefom with mighty Skill. We could 
hardly difccrn any Mote of Duft, he having dif 
lodged from Crevis even the fmallefl: Atoms ; we 
were dazzled with the Sun-Jbine of his radiant 
Brafs^ which was exceedingly enlighten'd by 
modern cleanfing, he being a fingular Scowrer, 
and very knowing and able at Sand and Oijler^ 
Jbell. 

This Hen-Houfewife Mortal lived a Monkilh 
kind of Life, being cloifter'd up in a defolatc 
Habitation of a certain Gentleman, who, we 
fuppofe, does fee him to dwell there toaflfright 
the Mice, and to be a Bull-beggar to the Rats ; 
and alfo to terrify a worfe Kind of Vermin^ which 
we call Tbieves^ who are apt to creep through 
the Moufe-bole of a Window, and to nibble 
away the Furniture of a difpoflfeffed Houfe : or 
poffibiy he might abide there to repair its 
Breaches, and to recover it from its Crazinefs, 

and 
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&nd by the ^holcfbmc Pbyfick of frequent Fires 
fo keep it in Healthy and to pcrfuade it not to 
tumble, but to remain ftill a Manfion to the 
Family that owns it. 

We tifted here of the Hofpitality of this fdS- 
mafculinc Wight, who fpreada Joint-ftool with 
fcV;cl-ai Sorts of Viands \ ^hich though not very 
Seliiaie^ fct the Variety might atone and make 
ariiendis For their Meahnefs. Here was the £/i- 
dermis of a Hog, the outward Skin call'd the 
Swei'd 61 Bacon, which was infefted with the 
Jaundicie, and lookM yclldw ; here was the 
Hull of a Pefcod plundef'd of its Peafe, and 
corn'd with Salt, fome broken Fragments of 
Sheeps Tr©tters St. hctwrencH on ^ Grjdiron ; 
the Offal of a Lark, the minc'd Spurs of a 
Botitlefs Cock, a fkimm*d Quadrant of foft 
Cheefc, well faUced with the Butt-ends of forked 
Scallions, the mouldy,ReverfiOn 6f an Antiquated 
Loaf, dipped in the Verdure of Water-crefle 
Pottage, afforded us the Refrefliment of a pretty 
CoUatioii, by the Virtue whereof being fome- 
\vhat recruited, ive imov*d fodvard and crept up 
the Brisket of a fmall Mountain, upon whole 
Hoping Dcfcent ftood a Quadrangular Sheep-pen^ 
which we pais'd through, and found pitch'd 
with Buttons y a pretty Sort of Floor and modern 
M$faick. Not far from the moft eaftcrn Hurdle 
(as near as We could obferve) leanM a ruinous 
Bridge, which gloried in the Paflage but of one 
Arch, and that feem'd rather Natural than At^ 
Hficial ; for the Impetubfity of the Current^ hav- 
ing bor*d an Hole through a Heap of Stones, 
Iick*d it into the Shape of an indifferent Arch 1 
at the Foot whereof ftood a Smith*s Shop, about 
W Bay of Watling \ it feem*d to be a pretty re- 
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verend Seat, as we gathered from the Mantle of 
green Mofs upon its Back. Though it was 
cover'd with Stubble wiihouty yet it was pretty 
tolerably furnifh'd with Iron within^ as Threacl- 
bare Horfc-flioes, Bits of Keys, fome few 
Semicircles of Iron Rings, odd Links of inter^ 
fupted Fetters, and a broken Series of a difcon- 
tinued Chain. ^ The Vulcan was in his Den, and 
was hammering out Hob-nails for Country 
Hoof. His Foi^ was rais'd from the Ground 
like an Jltar^ upon which there did bum, as it 
were, a Veftal Fire, which Blaft of Bellows made 
much to bubble up in this little Mongjheh 
What Cinders were belch'd from this flaming 
Vejuviusf whofe Smoak and Afhes befniutted 
the Pluto in this Infernal Region ! who having 
primitive Apparel, Le. being skinrfd of^er with 
zC^iitoi Leather^ and having a fwarthy Com- 
plexion, did, with the Grimnefs of his Afpeflf^ 
and with the horrible i?»^/ of his Breeches^ 
fright one of the Dogs of our Company into a 
Fip of Sicknefs ; we imagined the Cur might 
miftake him for a ^inlury who is commonly a 
Difeafe^ or at lead a Nufance to thofe Creatures. 
We faw nothing hereabouts very remarkable^ 
only we met feveral MaftifTs laden, with the 
Cargo of good lufty Bones in their Mouths ; 
they were ambling Eaftward; a very fineSpec* 
facte to fee a Regiment of Curs trooping along 
inftead of Bilboaj arm'd with Shoulder-blades* 
We wondcr'd at firft from whence fuch Plenty 
o{ Anatomy as to furnifh them, till fpying die 
Carcafs of a dead Palfry, we perceiv'd they had 
been feafted with the Viands of his Flelh, and 
ftole the Skeleton Piece-meal. A Baker cbanc'd 

to 
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to come by througfi a Gap near at band, mount- 
ed upon juO: fuch another M^rfcU ripe for Collar- 
niaker» which, being iurpriz'd with the Speda- 
de of his Brother Carrion j took an Occalion to 
ftart, ^nd to dilburden hin^felf of his Load ; 
which fad Misfortune prov'd a lucky Accident 
to the Dog3, whereby they y/cre furni(h'd with 
Bread to fheir Meat. 

Not far from hence was a (curvy Sloughy 
mofl: fatal, as is ob&rv'd, to Millers, whom it 
fups up into the Abyfs <rf" its Profundity ; we 
iaw one nH>ving a-tU-up^ a-tit-up^ till he 
flounced in, and, by a moft difaftrous Pucb-pole 
into Mud and Dirt, difcolour'd his Coat, that 
was candied with the Effluviums of his. mealy 
Bags. The Necklace of Bells about the Creft 
of his Beaft ceas'd to be Conorous, being quit9 
choak-dl. His Meal, through Fright and Moi? 
ilure, was metamorphosed into Pudding ; and 
fpunging up the Liquor, it grew fo heavy, that 
it thrived into fuch Unweildinefs, as that it was 
almqft unmoveable : We cauteloufly wav'd the 
Danger of this Dirt by diverting a litde toward 
the Northern Parts of this Quagmire, • and fo 
in a dainty fine Path, and that not meanly 
beautified with Variety of Flowers, we conti- 
nued our Journey very prolperdufly, only one 
of our Company had a moft calamitous Fall 
over an unhappy Clod of the Jirji Magnitude^ 
which, undermining his Pedeftals, gave him a 
prepofterous Squob^ hh Head fainting the Ground 
firft, to the great Detriment of the outward^ 
Man. There run parallel with this Path a 

Eitch*d Caufey (as we fuppos*d) about ten Fur- 
ings, wc ftepp'd into it, and foUow'd its 
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Track till it brought us into the Defart oF a 
Common, not fo much as accommodated with 
Horfe, Tree, Houfe, or Man, fo that here we 
felt the Rigour of fomewhat call'd Hardlhip, 
the Stomach barking, the Hoof galling, the 
Winds whiftling, and the Heavens dropping ; 
all thefe confpir'd to make us miferable. At 
laft arriving to the Borders of the Wildernefs, 
we were courteoufly receiv'd into an hofpitable 
Hamlet, where we cnjoy'd the Blcffing of an' 
indifitrent Refreftiment. We took up our 
Quarters here that Night, and paJTcd away the 
Evening in fome pertinent Queries about Ob- 
fervables in the Place. ' They prefented us with 
a pretty Curiojity which fcldom occurs, and that 
was the Copy of a Brief, containing the Lofles 
of a diftrcflcd Virgin, which, becaufe the Form 
and Stile is fomewhat unufual, we care noc 
much if we here infcrt.

WHereas we are credibly informed by our 
trufty and well-beloved Roger Thmck'- 
wack, of B. in the County of Salop, Jumper^ 
and Arthur Twitchbox,, ^mo^it^, Cadwallader 
Whipwhop, JVreJller^ Anthony Snug, Ftdler, 
Giles Firker, Bum-brufber^ andfeveral others of 
the like laudable Profeflions, That our beloved Sub- 
jeHj Mrs. A.C of the Town and Country afore^ 
faid^ Damfelj bath lately fuftain*d a great Lofs by 
a moji lamentable Misfortune^ which on the Fifth 
of this Inftant moft m^erably befell her after this 
Manner following : 

There was a certain Glafs-caji of a Gad-fly C^- 
lour^ i. e. a little inclining to a Calf dung Tellow^ 
and fomewhat of a dwarfifh Size^ not much ex- 
ceeding the Stature of a Cricket ; it wasfupported 
by the Strength of a double Thongj at the North- 
weft Point of her Chamber^ where ^ forfome^Timej 
it had continued in a pendulous Pofturej and bad 
0rriv*d tq n great Repute of Civility and Meek- 
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nefs, whereby it did much exceed^ and frequently 
pit to the Blujh the other Utenftls of her Chamber^ 

J^ow this poor ^ngy by reafon of thr Rude- 
ne/s of two lufty Pufles, whether affrighted at 
their Caterwawling, or it being mt aide to bear 
them in the Afts of Love, we cannot telU but 
certain it is^ it let go ks. Hold^ and after a diftnal 
Manner came blundering down^ aitended with 
the Ruin and Defolation of fever al Jigguaibobs 
and JimcrackSy to the great Lofs and Detriment 

of our poor dijirejed Subje3. ^he Particulars

TheLofs of which Tackk and Implements amounting 
to a Sum of great Value ^ we do fend our Letters 
Patents to keg the cbaritabk Benevolence of all 
well^difpv/d Perfons, hoping that they will be 
pleas* d ta take /<&tf deplorable Conditum rf our un^ 
happy SubjeS into tbeir (erious Conftderation ;— — 
For is it not a fad^ Thing to lofe fi commodious a 
* ' Plac9 
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"Place to lay pretty things in^ and all by the Mif- 
demeanour of two unmiinnerly Cats ? For where 
vnll this our Subjetl lay her Gally-pots and Sy^ 
rupy her Gums and Pomatum ? Had tbefe Mount- 
hunters only eas^d Jfature tbere^ and tbengin* 
gerly departed, they had been very e9ccu0le% 
but firfi to come flily into a Ladfs Chamber, and 
then to fquobble and fall out there, and, in the 
Midji of their parrel, to purfut one another to 
the Top of a Shelf j and there to renew the Bat^ 
tie again, and to box one another till themfelves 
did fall, and to demolifb that very thing which 
fupported them in their Bickering ; as the Fool, in 
the Fable, faw^d offtheJSough he fat on. Oh! this 
is a fad thing. 

Another Living Obfcrvable, we met with 
here, was the Fragment of a Phyftcian, whofe 
Pretences to Learning were very great, but by Con* 
verfe we found him to have more Stomach than 
Brains, and therefore was like to have more Con^ 
folation in a Kitchen than in a Study ; for there^ 
perhaps, be may find a Jobb of fTork for bis 
Grinders ; whereas he knows not what to do 
voitb his Books, unlefs befhould ait the Motb^ 
and eat them. One of our Company perceived his 
Parts to lie more towards the iPowdering-tub, 
than bis Pharmacopeia 5 for wbilft be is hufy in 
the former, be may keep himfelf alive, but when 
he reads in the latter be kills bis Patients. We 
had fome Roaft-beef to Supper, and we commonly 
found him within an Inch of the Dripping-pan, with 
an Acre of Bread in his Hand, which be caWd 
a Sop, with which, when our Backs were turned, 
be ufually fpung^d up the Dripping, and cheated 
Sir-Loin, and robbed its Knighthood of its due' 
jMo\/luren A Scholar of our Company perceived 
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bim to he well read in Papers that skreen th& 
Bdck of a Limb $f Roajt^ and thai he found # 
great deal of Matter in the Socks that are on 
the Soals of Minced- Pies. 

After a Day*s Journey from hence, we fet 
our Feet qpqn t^eljh Turf and indeed were 
ftrangely furprifcd ^t the Uncfutbnefs of many 
Things chat did falute us here. 

The Country is tucked in on all Sides with 
the Sea, except on the Eaft, on which Part it 
was ditched in from England by that notable 
Delver King Ojfi, King of the Mercians : Ovt!^ 
this Dike if ?iny Weljhman chance to skip 
with his Sword by his Side, by King Harold's 
Law, he was to lofc a Branch of his Body, i. e. 
his Right- Arm yfzs lopped off by the King^s 
Officers. 

• Some thinH it had its Name from its God- 
Father IdwaUoy Son to Cadwallader^ who, with 
a fmall Crew of Britons, at the Arrival of the 
SaxQnSy hid themfclves in this Corner. Others 
fuppofe them to be the Spaxxm of the Gauls^ 
from whom they fecm to be but Of few Jps re- 
moved J Ap Galleys^ Ap Qauls^ Ap W^^^hV 
Ap Wales. .- * 

As for the Inhabita^tSy they are a pretty Sort 
of Creatures, which, when we faw, we were 
fo far from jlroaking them with the Pabns of 
Love, that we were almoft ready to buffet them 
with the i^ of Indignation. They are a rude 
People, and want much Inftruilion, For, when 
we confider the Soil from whence they fprang^ 
and the Defarts and Mountains wherein they 
wander J we cannot but think that greater Paips 
ihould be taken in cultivating and manuring, in 
^iiciplining and taming them, ir^ regard it is 
" ' • hafxfc 
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harder for a Bearward to teach Civility to thq 
Beafis of Africa^ than to thofe that come from 

a more mannerly Country : We do not fay, 

when they are in their Country, they do (like 
^ars and Foxes) live in Woods and Forefts 
('for, I prefume, they have more Sun than Sbade^ 
and fo more Fire than Wood) but if we agree 
with Geographers^ and are of an Opinion that 
they are Inhabitants of a Wildernefej and arc 
Landlords of a Common, as I and every bo-^ 
dy elfe are Owners of the Air, we muft beg 
fheir Pardon for our Conceit. We have been 
informed, that they were dug from a ^arry^ 
and that they dwell in zjiony Land ; fo that if 
we compare this Kingdom to a Man ("as fome 
do Italy to a Man's Leg) they inhabit the very 
Jejiicles of the Nation. And I pray what are 
thofe but the vileft of Creatures that breed as 
well in the Privities of the greater Britijh 
World*, as thofe that are hatched in the Pu- 
denda of the leffer? But vihtih^t' TFeWmen are 
the jiborigines of their Country, as fltb-Lice 
are the Auto5lbones of theirs, and proceed only, 
like them, from the Excrements of their Soil, 
we (hail not here difputc. They are of a boor- 
ijh Behaviour, of a favage Phyfiognomy ; the 
Shabbinefs of their Bodies, ^nd the Bapticalnefs 
of their Souls, and that, which cannot any 
ptherwife be exprcfs'd, the fVelJhnefs of both, 
l^vill fright a Man as faft from them, as the Odd- 
nefs of their Perfons invites one to behold them. 
Some of theni are fuch rude and indigejhd Lumps, 
fo far from being Men^ that they can fcarce 
|3e advanced into living Creatures ; nay, they 
are fuch unmanageable Materials that they can 
^ fcarce be hewn into the Shape of Blocks 5 vmdx 

La- 
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Labogr and Art is required therefore to make 
them Statues. 

They are not much given to Fightings as by 
a Speech it appears that was uttered by hur 
nown Countryman, who, when drawn out upon 
fome Defign, began. to pur and murmur after 
this Manner : 

" Hur hath worn out. her Freez Preecbes, 
«* and all hur Cloaths ; and now hur can get ' 
** no Money to keep her, or to buy her fome 
*' CowS'habyy and hur could hear nothbg but 
•' Marjh^ Marjh ! and Drums beat, hur was 
** therefore, once for all, now refolved to fight 
^* no longer; but to go into her nown Coun- 

«• try.** -They are much inclined to Cboler ; 

for her fFelJb Flood is foon mov*d, and then hur 
Jiamp and ftare^ and fcrat hur l^ole, and vent 
hur Fury in uds-plutter-a-fjailsi' and will fight 
for hur Life in Battle at Fifty-cufFs. 

The whole Nation (like a German Family) 
is of oftc ^ality \ for as every Lord*s Son is a 
Lord here^ fo every one is crown'd with the 
Title of Gentlemen there •, fo that hur Country 
is a good Pafture for an' Herald to bite in, 
who can't chufe but grow fat among fuch wor- 
Ihipful Genealogies. We were much furprizcd 
at the Thoughts of their Rank, and did not fuf- 
pedt fo much Gentility among fuch a People ; 
when we fa>y fo many Coats without ^rmSy we 
could not imagine they had any with tbem^ but 
fancy *d they had more Need of a Taylor than 
of Clarentius^ and of a Prick-loufe to ftitch up 
and compofe their Breeches^ rather than an He^ 
raid to blazen their Families. They appeared to 
us to be very ill accoutered Gentry : -But how» 
ever Vilenefs of Equipage is no Blot in Scutcheon i 
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ie out from ' this following 
King James commanded all 
in an Armjr to pafs by him, 
he, obferving a Rag-a-muffin to hobble in the 
Rear of the Train, commanded him to be 
ftopped, becaufe he looked not like a Gentle- 
man i but Tapbj cry'd out that hur was as good 
a Shentleman as the beft, only har Catde was 
not fo good. In their Travels they care not 
much that their Horfes fhould drink witha Todjt i 
as appears by the Wrath which Sbenkin difco- 
vered, whom his quaffing Beaft had fitcb-po^d 
into a River. Uds-fluiter-a-naih (quoth he) in 

freatFury,what,cannot her drink without i^Toafi ? 
le took it much in Dudgeon, that the Jade 
ftould hefobeldzs to make a 5pp of his Mafter. 

They do not always obferve the Rules of 
Jujlue in their Punilhinents ; oftentimes chaf- 
rifing one Body for another, and fo mifplace 
their Rigour on the undefcrving ; as will be very 
evident from this following Inftance : A cer- 
tain Taylor ferrying over a River in their Coun- 
try with a diminutive Nag ; the Steed never 
ufing to travel by Water, and wondering that 
hsjlood ftill and mov'dy was poflefs'd with Fear, 
and made fome DifiurHance in the Boat, to the 
great endangering of the Paflcngers : The IVelfi' 
man, being in Jeopardy, was fir'd with Anger, 
and without any Wings he flew on the Tayior, 
and revenged the Injury of the Palfry on poor 
Prick- Loufe. The Stttcher fwaddled l\^tfcrupling 
Horfe, and Tapby beat the Stitcher, to the great 
Diverfion and Grief of the Spectators. 

The Materials of his Apparel arc ufually a 
wdl Jhagged Freez, fo that we cannot call it 
fiif^t bejng ftcec'd with a Nap like any Sheep- 
Skin : 
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fkin : It affords exceltei 
min of his Body, which, 
with ftore of JoicetHents 
\y fignifics by the Sjmbol of a Shrug. 

His Fajhion is generally a pair of oUong 
Trowzes made of a Brace of Cloak-bags, fup- 
pos'd to be Twins ; thefe tack'd together arc 
a perfeft Emblem of his crural Attire. This 
Garment haid-cofijugal Affinity to a thing call'd 
a Doublet of the fame Lineage ; a copious 
Vcftmcnt, very roomthy and capacious, able 
(O comprehend both his Arms in the fingle 
Pudding-bag of one Sleeve i its uppermoft Con- 
fnes were heqim'd with the fcanty Dimenjioits 
of a comr^died Collar, but its lower Extremity 
was border'd with the Paraphrafe a{ ^m^Viiy'd 
]-appets. The Summity of his Head is com- 
monly crewrCd with a Monmoutb Cap, and 
its Crown is commonly j>ianacled with the Bat~ 
tlement of a Button. Cuffs are an Innovatiotiy 
things which their Anccftors were feldom guilty 
of; and indeed Bands and clean Linnen are 
an itpjlart Invention j being the modern Ef- 
fefls of Pride of their huge ones, whereas Primi- 
iive Sritijhnejs was never acquainted with the 
Habiliment odSbirl. Their Feet, it feems, jr^ 
of an hot Complexion, for they often air their 
dijleekin^d Pettitoes ; and if they had any fior 
fen they were the Offspring of their Drawers, 
%o which they were faften'd by Leathern Li- 
gaments. The ?erfe£iion of a WelJhmaTC% E- 
quipage, the Cream (as it were) of his Ac- 
coutrements, and that which compleats even 
Jiis moft Pefli-oal Attire, is (as the Story goes) 
an old Sword qf hur nown Breeding, which 
ht^r hath brought up frotp a Tagger : And 
thi< 
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this he can brandiJih with much Valour againft 
the tremendous On-fet of Dragooning Bees ; 
a kind of Enemy which the Taph-j is much 
afraid of, in regard he is always arm'd with 
a Pike in's Rear, which once upon a time, be- 
ing faften'd in his Fore-head, broach" d fuch a 
Pore in his Phyftognom'j^ that • he could never 
endure \hofe hum-buzzing Shendcmen ( as he 
calls them ) in yellow Doublets. 

The Country is mountainous, and yields 

E retry handfome Clambering for Goats, and 
ath Variety of Precipice to break one's Neck ; 
which a Man may fooner do than fill his 
Belly, the Soil being barren, and an excellent 
Place to breed a Famine in. It is reported 
of Campania^ that it was the moft noble Re- 
gion in the World, the Air pkafant^ the Soil 
fertile^ the Theater 6i Bacchus and Ceres^ where 
-jthey were at F^fiy-cuffs for the Preheminence ; 
but we perceived no fiich Scuffle in Wales ; 
for thofe Deities are fo far from fighting there, 
that we could not difcern that they were fo 
much as ever there ; there being fcarce Wa- 
ter and Qat-meal to give us Beings we could 
not expedl j^gypt and the Canaries^ Butts and 
Granaries to give us a fVell-being : There is 
no Canaan to be found in the Arms of a 
Dejart. 

The Commodities of the Nation are chiefly 
Woollen-cloaths, as Cottons, Bays, (Sc. of 
which their tatter'd Backs are an ill Sign of; 
for fure they are not fo filly to fuvnxth - other 
Countries with Raiment, and to go naked 
tbemjelves. 

As for the Diet of the Briton^ it is not ve- 
ry delicate, neither is he curioi^s in it \ for 

if 
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if he fhould, his Appetite perhaps might curfe 
his Nicety^ wd by pleating his Palate he may 
fiarve his Belly* A good Mefs of Flummery^ 
a pair of Eggs he rejoices at as a FeaA^ 
efpecially if he may clofe his Stomach >rith 
fpaHed Cheeie ; a Moriel for which he hath % 
greac Kindnefs. You may fee him pidlur'd 
• fomctimes with that Crevis in his H^, calFd 
a Mouth, charg'd at both Cornqrs with a CreJ^ 
cent of Chcefei i^nd himfelf a c^ck-berfe on a 
Red-Herring, and his Hat adorn'd with a 
f^lfinte of Leeks : Good edible E^ipage ! which, 
?ivhen Hunger pinches, he makes bold to nib^ 
ble ; he firft e^ts his Cheefe and his l^eeks 
together, and for fecond Courfe he devours his 
Horfe, He never much car'd' for a Sopj fince 
once upon a time tc iirank up all his Drinks 
and would not club to pay his Shot. 
; As for his Per/an^ his Stature is of the low-? 
eft Size, not above a Stair or two above ond 
Story ; and we found always a Cock-loft, and 
that ufually empty. His Face ufually hubbies 
into Tumors and Puftles. Befides the natural 
Haut'gouft of Body th^t breathes from Grain* 
he ufually fends forth an artificial Smelly which 
you may wind as. far as the Extreme C/0^it>/i 
of twenty Funerals, only the. Scent is not £b 
fwect : He fmells as rankly of the ftngle Stink 
of Brimftone, as a Gold- finder of a Medly ; for 
a fcurvy Difeafe, commonly caird the Scruba^ 
do^ makes frequently an Inroad into hisj Per- 
fon, and invades his Body ; fo that he is fbrc'd 
to cfeoak his Enemy by Stink of Sulphur* 
*Tis a creeping Diftemper, whofc Progrefs is 
checked by Mortificatk)n,1fo that when he leofues' 
off his Shirr, that is, when it leaves him, and 
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can hang ^n no longer, it is excellent Fur- 
niture fo^ Tinder-box, as virtually containing 
in it both Match and Tinder. 

The Mufickj he plays upon, is a Tool ftil'd 
^ Harp9 that is, a Triangular Stick bed-corded 
with variety of extended Catlings ; which he 
tickles with as much Dexterity^ as if Prentice 
to AmpUon^ and draws as many Boys after him, 
as he did Stones , nay, thefe we have feen in 
ibn>e Places to trot after him ; but not fo much 
to admire^ as to felt him for his Harmony. 
He puts his Inftrument to one Ufe more thaa 
the Ancients did theirs, i.. e. he purveys with 
it for Maintenance ; fo diat when Suftenance 
fails him, he Jirikes up for a Morfel, and fo 
lives by Sounds y and ( Camasleon 11 ke^ hath AH- 
fnony from /iir. xHtferenades FiHuals in tvcry 
Village, as the Pide-piper did Rats 2iX, Hamely 
and he allures Luncheons after him, as much 
as the other did Vermin : Here a Knob of Ba- 
con wags after him, for one Strain, and there 
a Crujl follows him as the Reward of another ; 
one bits him in the Mouth with a Payment 
of pott age y another pops him in the PockeC 
with the Gratuity of a Carrot \ he is laden fome- 
times with fuch plenty of Beverege^ that he can't 
^og for his Fraught ; all which variety of iv*^^- 
ments is the moft ample Income^ and wonder- 
full Revenue of his Skill in Mufick. His ufual 
Admirers are Country Milk-maids, whom Vi- 
bration of String doth move and ftir into Jig 
and Meafure ; and whom Breeze of Inftru-^ 
ment ( like thofe in Tail) do chafe and tickle 
into Dance and Caper : By the wagging of 
his Noddle, and the tvriggling of his Limbs, 
he fcems to be taken with the Accents^ or elfe 

to 
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to be bitten with the Tarantula of his own Mii- 
fick, which hath infeSled him into a Galliardt 
and caus'd him to fig about with a Frolick 
Motion, 

We could not perceive that they were guilty 
o^ much. Learning'^ of which th^ loweft Dejgree ii 
fcveral Notches above their moft exalted Capacity/ 
We met with one pretty Proband in the Alphabet i 
but for the moft part the Knowledge of the! 
leaft Iota is rare and unufuaL A. Man Ikill'd 
in Orthography is admir'd as a Sophy ^ and a 
Writer of his Name is termed ^ Rabbi. The 
Top-gallant of the Parifli poflibly may be fo wife ' 
in Hieroglyphick, as to fcrawl the Charaftef of 
a Myjiick Mark •, tho* fuch deep Literature li 
not frequent amongft them. Some of their Ah- 
ceftry h^vc fmelt rank of Aftrology ; one where- 
of, Merlin by Nanrie, was very notable at the 
Stars, and moft intimate with the Planets ; info- 
much that fometimes he would fling at a Futu- 
rity, and venture at a Prognojlick concerning the, 
Weather. 'Tis fuppos'd he was bred up at thd 
Feet of fome She-Gamaliel^ being fo well vers*d 
in the Prophecies of old Womens Corns ^ and 
who could as cleverly foretel Rain, dS the learn- 
ed Almanack of the moft Weather-wife Toe » 

The Study of Wizardifm hath alfo been famous 
amongft them ; one Goodman Druis Was well 
accomplifti'd in that Kind of Learning ; hence 
formerly a Wizard was ftil'd a DrUe. This 
Fellow fthey tell us/ was the Scbdol-fnafter o^ 
Pythagoras^ into whole Breech^ *tis faid, he in- 
fusM by Birch the Opinion of Tranfmigration^ 
He was dextrous at a Fortune, and Old-Dog aC 
Augury ; the only thing, we diflike in him, is, 
he facrific'd Men, and fo divin'd by Butchery. * 
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To the Wifdom and Pbihfopby of this Sophy, 
his little Boy Bardus added Poetry ; a Lad, ic 
fcems, notably infpir'd with Flanges and Fire- 
brands, with Heats and Raptures, and fuch 
Kind of Tackle jthat are us-d by Poets. The 
Difciplcs of this Lqureat were terni'd Bctrds^ 
the great Embalmers of heroick Aftions 5 who, 
i warrant you, will wrap up a;i AtchievcmenC 
fo (ecurelv in a Monument gf a fingle Verfe, 
that all tne Nibblings in the World (hall never 
be a,ble to dcyour the Immortality . of a Name, 
They ballad' fw^ Ait Praifcs of renowned Heroes, 
^nd in lofty Strains ijoire-draw'd their Fame, and 
firetcUd theii Glqry to After-ages. Thev werQ 
in 4jugc Efieemy and had the Cap and Knee of 
the greateft Commanders, infomqch that if two 
Armies were even at Cuffs or at Cudgels^ and 
a venerable Bard had ftepp*d in but with one 
Foot of his Poetry, they would have held their 
Hands J and have thrown down their Hilt 5 y and 
have hearken'd to the Adyioc of his learned 
Vauiylesj and not offer to fnout it till \ih Poetic 
cal Worfhip had been out of Danger. The 
mod famous of thefe Metre-mongers .were Rohin^ 
PUnidiuSy xny . (SafFcr Glaskirion^ and of late 
years old Farmer Dayy^ and our Neighbour 
*^ nd ap Williams. 
^ , "he Champions of the Copntry , Men of cele- 
^£ed Prowefs, were Mr. Cajjbellane and Sir 
mviusy Knight, the form(;r whereof was. 
Joubty a Blade, that •tis faid he confronted 
lisfar^ and bid him kilis his Back-fide with un- 
^2L\xntcdGallantry ; the other, grappling with the 
&me Emperor^, did dtfwbintard his Hand by 
main Strength, and fent the Man home laden 
with (bme Stripes, and with a nahi B^lt. A 

E " notablcj 
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notable Inftance of Weljh Valout ! To thcfe we 
may add that He£lor of Britain^ the renowned 
jlrviragUSj whd was fo great a Raw-head and 
Btoody-hones to the Roman Soldiery, that *tis 
thought he frighted them even to the bewraying 
of their Breeches, ind made them mightily 
ftink of a Jiltby Difcomfiture. 

As for the Loves of Britons , the Intrigues of 
their Amours aire not a little remarkable ; they 
being very pretty Animals when dijguis*d with 
that PafTion : They are Tinder to fuch Flames, 
being quickly fct on Fire, even by the leaft 
Spark, which, when it hath catched the Match 
of their Souls (for they have Brimftone in them 
as well as in their Bodies) they are prefently 
kindled into Tranfport and Extafy ; and theic 
model them into the Shapes of a thoufand An^ 
ticks ^ and make them fliew more Tricks than 
Banks's Horfc. Sometimes they are Ihaking 
the Globules of their Noddle, and fometimes 
dancing fome Geometry with the Figures of their 
Feet ; now they fmite with Clapper of Fift their 
troubled Breads, and anon found out fome Knells 
of difmal Groans, being varioufly affeded ac- 
cording as the Weather is in their Clorinda'% 
Faces •, if AfpeSl be clear, then is Taphy ferene ; 
if Brow be cloudy, then is Morgan Jhow'ry. He 
commonly o'er-flows in his Prattle about thi 
Princum Prancumnefs of his Miftrefs, and is 
witty even to a Jeft on the Fineries of their 
Habiliments, in defcribing of which he is pretty 
lucky at Similitudes^ and is happy in his Compa^ 
rifons about her Perfon. One, having a Glympfe 
ithro* the Key-l>ole of her Saffron Body, burft 
out into a Panegyrick of the Bees-waxnefsj as he 
fhras'd it, of her tawny Complexion i and feeing 

her 
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her tippet to briftlc into the Ercdlnefs of a Tur-- 
banfi be fell a laughing ac the Coxcomb^ as he 
termed it, of her Coif and Head-gear. He 
^Idom troubles his Madam with the Salutation 
of a Letter, but ufually accofts her with the 
Miffive^ as I may fay, of his nown Perfon, 
which being broken up in her Prefence, ou$ fly 
the Contents full of Flame and Rapture,

and hlunderbufs" d th^Miftrcfs on her Breech^ on 
one Side of the Houfe^ and poor Taphy on his 
Nofeon the other ; fo that, being much difmajr'd 
at this unhappy Accident, one fcrabbled one 
Way, and the other another, to the total Sepa- 
ration of a Pair of Lovers, and to the utter 
Spilling of a Mefs of Love. 

They are prrtty <levout in their Worftrip, 
though the Exefcffe of Religion is fomewhat 
fcarce^ and have a pretty glowing Zeal, though 
their Churches are /Jrw, and at -a great Dj^^r^. 
*Tis almofl: incredible how far they are feiff to 
trudge for a little /fowt/y, which when they 
have expcfted, have been mumped wjth a Sermon 
ten times worfe ; for Oh ftich Raw-hone \Jiv\t\^<& 
there cannot be expcfted very plump. Parts. Xhc 
ordinary Rev^mieof a Spiritual Pref(?rment may 
poffibly 43c about j5w Marks per Annum ; a Bay 
of Watlinrg for a Dwdling, endowed with no 
more Glebe thin juft what it ftands upon, only 
perhaps it- may be bowe-ftalPd with as much 
Ground as may hold a Sty for the Pig, and a 
Roofi for the Pdllen: Theft Drvine Cottajgps 
are ufually fituatcd fome Leagues from rfie 
Tempfc ; Xq that the Holy Man with Crab-tree 
Truncheon fcts out with the San, and ftretcheth 
his Zi^i with a good handfome Walk, before he 
^ " " arrives 
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arrives to JPie/jpi/ to ftttftch his Lung^^ 9A^ffi^n 
Quc much, of his Soals befoie he can reach- his 
Stall to > mend their Sculs; Their Hioufes of 
Prayet are generally tbaiched Tabernaclest whicH 
beeing ifa^phsd^ as it were,. with a Lover-bole^ 
' ieem to be really.that whiat the temple rtfcmhhd 
vthtt^ ptDphaoed by the Jmfs, I mean^ radier 
the Pidiircs of Pidgeon-boufes^ than holy Sdnc^ 
tuaries. They are wainfcoted towards the Eaft 
with little . Desks, like Pounds, where X^vire, 
imprifoned &>r about half an Hour ^ fodders the 
poor Taphiea With fome tnelancfaoly Tear- fetching 
Story about, a grim Fellow call'd Deaths who 
wibles Fblka on his Back into another World ; 
a Thing which he heard . from the ofocular 
Gums of his edentulous \o\d Grannuni, as (he 
fat in the. Settle in the Chimney-corner. Some 
of the moft Reverend Redbrs are dignifkd with 
a Stipend ,q( fix Pounds a Year, befides the 
Perquifitis of a Drum and Fiddle *, which> well 
managed on a Holy*d9y, make up. a . vserj 
pretty Thing* Ocher^ liiav^ an Auginentatiof^ 
pf a Buy or a Bear, .which, being folemnly 
baited about twice in a Carter, do pick pretty 
comfortable Tytbe from the Spectators Pockets^ 
and make the poor Parfoi:i's Puffe to fmile and 
mantle. 

Their Recreations are various, but not much 
difierient from thofe in England v you may lee 
them fometimes fmite a Ball at the Rebound^ 
and to fend it on an Errand to their Antagonifts, 
yrhich, being retorted by Way of Anfwcr, is 
rejoindered bsick again with much Dexterity. 
They will bandy to and fro this miffile GMule^ 
^nd flnHle-cock it to each other with great Cele^ 
rity. I^eir Lungs are pretty good at a Bubr 
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ble in the Air^ which Meteor^ ariling from the 
Womb of a Wallnut-lhell, they will make /y 
through the Welkin on the JVin^s of their 
Breaths, and for a confiderable Tijne, by the 
Blafts of their Mouths, will fupport the Being 
oithok Emblems oF Mortality. 

In the xvbily 'brown Evening, or in the Twi-. 
light, they run hobbling about their Common 
with Kiies at their Heels, certain Comets of 
paper, which they tow along with a tall String, 
and make themfelves merry with the Length of 
their Tails, which are a large Series of ja^ed 
TofTels, tagg'd with a Candle, as with the 
Twinkling of a Star. Happy is the Man 
among them that can moft difcreerly manage 
this artificial Planet ; and he is prelently dtihb*d 
the very Phaeton of their Country, that can 
moft fwiftly career it with this little lantborn*d 
Phoebub. The Scrubs want Candle on Earthy 
and yet they muft needs be fticking up Lights 
in the Socket of Heaven ; there i& fcarce half 
a Pbund in a Lordfhip either to icare away 
Darknefs or to iJuork it, and yet thcfc Rafcals, 
forfooth, will be ftudding the Sky with Lu- 
minaries to play iy.-— As for true and real Hunt' 
ing, there is n6 fuch Thing among them 5 only 
they have, as it were, the Picture and fome 
Kind of Re/emblance of that Paftime ; for, their 
Principality affording them but few Hares, 
they courfe a Lock of Hay in lieu thereof, and 
alloo the Pufs of a good nimble Wifp. The 
Whim of it is this j when they have a Mind to 
rcfrcfh themfelves with fomewhat thit is a-kjn 
to,* or with an Idea of Hunting, they make 
diligent Search for a Furlong or two pf 
fm^othand champion Ground} which, at laft 

being 
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being found* they purchaie a Bundle of the 
fwifteft Hay (if Irijh^ it is the better, for ther? 
are the bcft Runners of all Sorts J this they ex- 
pofe to the Fans of Molus^ which being pre- 
fently flartcd by Force of Puff, it feuds away, 
and the Doss purfue it with mighty Speed. Iq 
rainy Wcamer, they have alfo their In-door 
Divertifements as well as other Nations, fuch 
as Rump-preffing^ HoUcockUs^ Chap-fmutting ^ 
Snap-apple^ and the like. Some are cunning at 
the Ceckallj not fo much for picking off the Meat 
("though they are good at that tooj as at thrown 
ing it with Accuracy, and checquering the Spore 
with Variety of Tumble. 

As far as we could perceive, they love Holy-' 
day Fingers, and care not much for encumber* 
ing them with that Inconvenience call'd fFork» 
They can. Shepherd like, loll upon a Crook 
pretty handfomely in the Field, and can dif^ 
charge a Superintendency over the Goats. They 
are mod accomplilhed Drovers^ to which laud* 
able Funftion they are fo naturally prone, that 
they are apt to drive fonietioies more than their 
own. 

They are much addifted to the Sin of Na^ 
fiinefs^ wallowing in Filchinefs like fo many 
Swine ; fo that the whole Province feems to be 
but a general Sty. You may fwear they are 
made of Earth without a Metaphor ; appear- 
ing like fo many Dirt-Images^ or like that of 
Prometheus^ made of Clay. The meaner Sort 
of Womert are generally fuch Dr aggie-Tails ^ 
that the Cattle in their Bofoms are quag-mir^d 
in the Filth of their welUgleVd Attire 5 fo that 
th$ frisking Fleas are fo far from Levalto\ 
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that^e are verify perfuaded they can f6arpc pdH 
out PrdboftiSy a(nd thfcir Feet frtfm the Pogs. " 
- The T^nefnmsj they, live iti, are fui table t(> 
^t'Guefts that pbflfefs them ; 'f6!r as thfefe jSitth 
CO be Dirt moulded into M6n\ io thofe are 
•the ^ame Mattel, kheaded itiib'tJoufes ; they are 
ufually vet f ^ trample Cotnarge^ and' IcrvC^ .irt Sti- 
tdre, Iq tBaf ^a Wah dia^ Yicfe"upOTl th6 Ilidg^, 
arid yec have nis'Legs haiig if) the Dire ; thoft; 
"that are fo fmgniffcent as tb'be crejted M/kfr k 
Chimney, are mightily Valued, as mbft i:<7V*- 
wif FaWicks^ We. -^cre hot fo vain as to ex- 
^'& very iplehdid Furnimre in fUcfi contetnpcibte 
I^uts ', but we foon perceivfed* what Ot^hfil^ 
ifpere rnoft ncceiO&fy ; a bilh-clout stnd a Bee- 
fbrti, and fiitH cleanling IrhpUmnts. ^re very pro- 
per to correct the Filthinefs of their Mannons ; 
we found t^^A^arimenti in thefe their Hib^- 
tatrons, eVef'v ' Edifice being ii NoahS Ark[ 
^hefe a- />rimf/?^d^^ Fatnily, a mfcellafiedUi Hea^ 
of all Kind of Crearbres did converfe together 
in one ftobm % the Pigs and the Pullen and 
mher Brutes" eftKcr truckling un'der, or lying at 
the Bed's-feet .of the lixde.mor^ refin^dy yet their 
Brother Anfmdl^, The Cbiintry- is fortified in 
foiiie Places With a pfetty 5/;n«;^//«g of Caftlesy 
which whether thd^y naturally grew out of the 
Rocks, or W?fe artificially ingrafied there, nntay 
be a Matter bf Difputej fotn'^ fancy'd them id 
be Stone-pin jfSot'pp ihto therAir; *hich repre- 
fcnt the Figure of vaft Builfliiigs. 

fFales is the nioft mOnrtrous Limb iti the whole 
Body of Geography, for it is geherally reported 
to be without a Middle^ or, if it hath a Navels 
it is yet a ?Vrr^ Incognita ; for we never could 
find' that ever any Man dwcll'd there, the Na^ 
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tiV'es COnfefling themfel^es to be only Borderers^ 
Surely the Reifon v^hy they do fo much afFeft 
the Circumference of their Country, and abomi? 
nate 't\it^Centery is, betAufc they are alhanaed 
of the Dominion:; arid indeed it is a Sign they 
have but a little Kmdnefs for thdr Nation, who, 
likp unnatural Sons, tun from their Motlier their 
Country, and when out of her Embraces never 
return again. A Weljhfnafty when once abroad^ 
hath"fio more Tfcndency Hotne^ than a Stone an 
thclinaftiOn to fall upward : He will trot over the 
Globe, and rather endurt ^the I^fliftion of any 
E3tile,..than the cruel Punifhmeht of being ha-- 
nijhed Home \ if he is once on this Side T)ee^ 
neither Hunger nor tlUsks^ nor any Kind of 
Hardfliip.ihall drive him on the other. 

We could not. In our Travels, wind very 
iriany Feafts aniong thefn, the Shabbinefs of 
their Soil being not able to nourilh and pam- 
|>er Luxury, fo that ^ Cook, unlefs he exercife 
oh himfelf, and drefs his own Fingers, is 
immediately ftarvcd here for Want of Employ-* 
ment. They make fome little Ihvitations^ per- 
haps to a Kid*s-bead or fo ; and will junket 
with Hop'tvps with brisk Alacrity. Such plain 
ineah, and as I may fay, Burrougb t^ood was 
even their fefitval Entertainments ; but as for 
any embroidered^ and, as it were, metropolitan 
Mefs, fuch as Bisks and Oglio*s, we never fo 
much as heard of them in their Territories. 

Their Mart for Law is a Parifh Town call'd 
Ludlow^ where there is a Court of Judicature, 
decked with a Judge, Counfellors, Attornies,. 
Solliciier^ and other Furniture which embellijb 
the Law : Hither they trudge for Decifion of 
Cafe, and here Red-coat Integrity difpenfes Equity. 

Moft 
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Moft of their Indiamcnts arc generally the tra- 
gical Effedis of fome difmal Counterfcufflcy where 
a bloody Nofe and a broken Sbm is ample Mat- 
ter for the Commencement of a Suit\ for, they 
being of a fiery Temper, fopietimcs Cholcr is 
kindled by an Antiperiftajis with a Pot of Ale ; 
and then they fall to biting and fcratching as hard 
as they can drive, and the Wounds of this Ca^ 
tenvauling and Bickering afford Stuff for ah 
AAion the next Day ; which, being once get 
into the Pounces of a fFelA Attorney, is ilan- 
died into a Bufinefs of no fmall Aggravation. 
Oh ! how thefe Pettifoggers will bu^ a Buffet- 
ing, and improve a Squobble ! They are the 
very Bellows of Contention, and will foon blow 
a Spark into a great Combujiion. They are a 
Kind of Tinkers in the Law, who ufually make 
Holes on Purpofe that they may mend them ; 
nay, fometimes they will play at Loggerhead 
themfelves to fet others together by the Ears^ 
and fo (as if Fighting was contagious) will in-- 
feSt the Taphies into Quarrels and Btows, One 
marching along the Streets advanced the Scold^ 
ing of two Women into an huge Tumult ^ as 
Duels fwell into great Wars; and made the 
Snarling of two Dogs thrive into an Aftion, 
and the Fighting of Maftiffs to end in the Court 
of Common-Pleas. They commonly broach 
Quarrels, and inccnfe the Shentlemen into Knock- 
ings and Smitings, cracked Crowns, and black 
pyes, into Aflaults and Batteries, and all for 
Hopes of a Livelihood that may be skimmed 
from the Benefit of fuch Wars : But perhap$ the 
Spoils from the Skirmifhes of fuch Clients are as 
rare as Pillage from a Scotch Army. The ufual 
(^rjme, for which they (land generally convifted, 
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16 that great Tranfgrcffion and Sin of Mtce^ 
the nimming of Cheefe, and the filching of 
Oatmeal, and of the reft of the good Crea<! 
tures that are arked in the Cupboard ; and as 
they offend like Vermin, fo are ordinarily taken 
fo too, that is, not apprehended like Men, but 
entrapped like Rats ; after which they are con- 
vented before the fage Pufs of the Law, which, 
purring upon a Tribunal together with his AJ/- 
A/ij" Officers, doth faftcn on the Prey, and doth 
fo fuck and claw it, till it hath mumbled out 
all its Bloody that is, all the Mone'j of its Veins, 
and then wholly devours it. This, I fay, is 
one of their Offences, though not the only one ; 
forfome of them have been lafh'd for an At- 
tempt upon Hen-RooftSj and have received 
condign runifliment, even for ftealing of Poultry 
at the wrong End ; for ^aphy^ it feems, hav- 
ing filched a Chicken by the Breech, did difrump 
her by his Theft ; and therefore, in Refemblancc 
to his Crime, was ^Imoft dtfrumfd by Puniih- 
ment ; fo that, for ftealing the Biri% Tail, he 
had well-nigh loft his own : A pretty Circum- 
ftance obferved in their Juftice ! and a laudable 
Way of proceeding according to Lex Talionis. 

For feveral Crimes they have various Punilh- 
ments. That grand Enormity of Breakings 
wind is chaftifed there as it is in England^ that 
is, the Hand of Magiftracy doth uiually inflidk 
a pretty lufty Cobbling^ that is, for every Re- 
port the Lofs of an Hair, though fome that have 
been much addided to that Infirmity, and there- 
fore have been very guilty of a Stink, have cn- 
dur'd the Cruelty of tormenting Fairies, that is, 
have been pinch'd into Manners, and a better 
Smell. Artificers, when at work, punifli any uo* 
harjdfofnc Aftion, by a particular Severity pecu- 
liar 
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liar to themfelvesy which they call Purfing: 
The Execution whereof is after this Manner : 
The Malefador being proftrate on a Block, two 
of the fame Occupation pull, as difcreetly as 
they can, his Drawers as clofe to Buttock as ^r 
Sfamard*s Breeches, fo as not to be laid hold on 
by the moft curious Pinfers ; the Pavement of 
Pofteriors being levcIlM and fmooth'd from arvy 
Wrinkles, a third Artjifan ftrikcs it with a Rqle^ 
whofe fmart Application, by qukk Jcrh^ makca 
fome Impreffion of Pain, and fo moves the Blood 
a$ to faife and fta'rt a Tinfture, and (as it wtrt) 
the Ftea-hiting of a Blufli. Some of the more 
obftinate Criminals are punifh'd by Sufpenfign^ 
but not by the Neck, as here in Mngland^ but 
by the Wrifts> Tbumb-rop'd tdgetiSr y^ith ^ 
String of Hay^ and fo fattened to a Peg i well I 
this is but the Beginning ("and as it were) the 
Hijffing of the Punifhment ; do but mark, and 
the Sfing will follow : ^ The offending Taphy 
thus dangling in the Air, the Beadle approaches 
with a Stick imp'd with a Feather at one End, 
and tickles his Tefticlcs ; thcfe fofter Titillationj 
engender fome VihratioHs of Body, artd nimble 
Frilkings, which are Ihrewdly chaftis'd by a 
furly Cat- of 'nine-tails. 

The Cattle, we faw moft legible on theirMoun- 
tains, were Goats and Heifers, a runtifli Sort of 
Animals, of a dwarfijb Size, but very bardy^ 
of a flinty Conftitution, calculated on purpofe 
lor the Meridian of a Rock, on which (it fcems) 
they can as heartily feed, as an Oftricb on an 
Anvil. Great Numbers of thefc arc often dif- 
embogu*d into adjacent Countries, which^ after 
fome time, circulate home again in a Stream of 
Money ; which yields wonderful Rcfrcfhnient 

to 
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toche Fainting Dominion, alnioft lick for the 
Comfort of fuch a Cordial. We perceived their 
Herds to be frequently mingled with little Pal- 
fries, a ftanted Sort of Horfcs, diminutive 
Brutes, Sbavals in Short-hand. They are /o«vr 
in Stature than an Afs^ but muchytw//^r in Foot^ 
and very ftridng ; as it appears from their Bur- 
dens, whidl' are oftentimes the Fortune and Sub- 
Ibanoe (if a whole Family ; for when a Mortal 
briba(ks, he mounts all he hath on a fFelJh Nagi 
and travek under the CharaAcr of a Scot€h Ped- 
lar. We dianc'd to fee a Team of this fmall 
Cattle, a rare Speftacle, being (as we fuppos'd) 
the Icaft that ever was heard of, unlefs that 
which was harnefs'd in Venush Chariot, which 
was a Team of Dcves. Thefe Britijh Steeds 
are fo briflc and mercurial, that the People 
wbuid pertVade us, that a Taphy on a Ttt 
would outftrip in Travel ^n Arabian on ^Dro^ 
fnedary j a Thing almoft incredible, though, the 
pricking up their Ears, and the flicking up their 
Tails, is an Argument of their Mettle, and 
miy give fomc Colour and Ground for the 
AlRrtion. 

That, which we admir*d moft of all amongft 
them, was the Virginity of their Language, not 
deflowered by the Mixture of any other Uialeft: 
The Pumy of Latin was* debauch'd by the 
Vandals^ and was Hun*d into Corruption by 
that barbarous People ; but the Sincerity of the 
'Britijh remainis inviolable. *Tis a Tongue Cit 
feems^ not made for every Mouth ; as appears 
by an Inftance of one in our Company, who, 
Ibaving got a fFelJh Polyfyllable into his Throat, 
was almoft choak'd with Confonants^ had we not, 
by clapping him on the Baqk, made him dif^ 
^ - gorge 
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gorge a Guttural or two, and fo fav*d him* 
They ufually Itiuef'j the mofl: rugged Mutes, and 
fbften *em by Pronunciation \ melting t;he Word 
Tug into Tudge, as is clear from this DiClick \ 

Still did be tudge bur Ear 

In Praife of the Tirtcen Seer^ 
i. i. did tug hur Soufes with Elogtums of hur 
Country. Whether the Weljh Tongue be a 
Splinter of that univerfal one that was fhatcer'd 
at BabeU we have fome reafon to doubt, in re* 
gard 'tis unlike the Diale6):s that were crumiled 
there j however, whether it be kin or no to 
other Country Speeches, it matters not ; buc 
this we are alTured of, it is near and dear to the 
Folk that utter it, who are fo pallionately fond 
of it, that they will fcarce admit another into 
the Embraces of their Lips, which fputter forth 
a Kind of loathing of our Englijb Language \ 
wherein, if a Queftion be afk'd them, they will, 
with fomewhat of Difdain and Choler, make 
Anfwer, Dim Saijfonicky i, c. no Englijh. Their 
native Gibberijh is ufually prattled throughout 
the whole Tapbydome^ except in their Market- 
Towns, whofe Inhabitants being a little raised, 
and (as it were) puffed up into Bubbles above 
the Ordinary Scum^ do begin to defpife it. Some 
of thefe being elevated above the common Le- 
vel, and perhaps jefin'd into the Quality of 
having two SuitSy are apt to fancy themfelves 
above their Tongue, and, when iii their toother 
CloatbSj are quite a(ham'd on't. 'Tis ufually 
cafhier'd out of Geptlemens Houfes, there being 
fcarcely to be heard even one fingle ff^eljb Tone 
in many Families ; their Children are inftrufted 
in the Anglican Idiom, and their Schools are 
padagogu'd with Profcflbrs of the lame ; fo 

that 
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that fif the Stars prove lucky) thcre'may be 
fome glimmering Hopes . that tne Britijh Lingua 
may be quite extinft, and may htEngli/h*d out 
of ff^aleSi as Latin was barbaroufly Gotb^d ouc 
of Italy. 

The CambrO' Britons are great Admirers of 
herbick Adtions, and much honour the Memory 
of famous Atchievements ; infomuch, that ra-^ 
ther than a Deed'doing Man fhall perifli in Ob- 
livion, they will eternize his Ivame by the 
Monument ' of a Straw^ or fome fuch inconfi* 
derable Trifle ; as appears by that famous E]t* 
ample of that Saint of their Country, Bifhpp 
Davidj who being a pert Fighter, and having 
foundly kafted and fwaddled their Foes, is at this 
Day confecrated to Poflerity by the trophy of 
a Leek, and fmells as rank of Renown, irom 
that vegetable Prefervative that embalms his 
Fame, as they do of a Scallion that carry it 
about for his Glory. Their Hats are fet with 
this Anniverfary Badge and Emblem of Honour, 
and triumph, on the firfl of March \ which 
Day hath been chri():en'd by his ^ame, and, 
being dubh^d an Holy-day, hath worn yearly in 
the Almanack a Scarlet Letter. 

There is one thing more alfo very obfervable 
among them, and that is, that, of all the maim'd 
Perfons that ever we read of, we find none com- 
parable for Nimblenef^ to a Cambrian Cripple \ a 
pregnant Proof whereof was prefented to us in 
this following Inftance : A Fellow with Crutches 
mov'd by Protrufton in a certain Wheel-barrow, 
efpying a^ Bear near the Rear of the Thrujler^ 
was (o furpriz'd with Horror at this tremendous 
Sight, that he pack'd up his Pedejials, i. e. tuck'd 
his oaken Shim to the Zodiack of his Girdle, and 

away 
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away he ficd ; Bruin and the Protrt^or va yaio 
troop'd after him, who led ^etn a If.iik widi 
fuch winged Speed, that they could never over- 
take him ; he clearly out-llripp'd them, to the 
eternal Glory and Renown oiWelJh Lameiufs. 

Thcfc are fiimc of the cbokefi Obfcryationi 
we made when converlant among iht Britijb 
Mountains ; we mi^ht eallly have added more 
(the whole Nation indeed being but one grand 
B,epuir^) . had not the Suddennels of our Return 
prevcnced us. If k ihould chance to be oiir lx>c 
to fct pyr Feet on that Soil a fecond Time, we 
^11 venture to prefeiit another Sbovi of it ; 
for *tis Pity fuch a rare Sight as fVakf (hou|d 
want a Trumpet, nay, and- a Fool too Xq pro> 
claim and expofe it to the World. 

After we Had crammM our Budget with''thefc 
few Notices, wejo^don with our Frei^t Co 
the Brink of the Sea, where, mounted on a Piaj . 
nace, we rode to^r^ol, from whence, with aS. 
poflible Speedi we trudged in 9, few Days, to the 
Metropolis of the Nation cali'd London. " 
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J Know not by what Fatality it came 
; to pals, that I was bred up to the 
[ Study of the Law ; but, furely the 
I Importunicy of others had a greater 
Hand in it, than any Inclination of my own; 
for, I was ever of Opinion, a young Barriftcr 
without an Eftate (my Cafe) made as awkward 
a Figure, as a Dancing-Mafter in the Habit of 
a Non-Con Parfon i in regard, fuch rarely get 
their Bread, liij they have Joft their Teeth to 
eat it. However, being call'd to the Bar, I 
b^an to confider, what Way I might bcft fettle 
myfelf into Bufmefs with the leaft Certainty of 
Expetice, and the grearcft Probability of Ad- 
vantage. Amongft all the numerous Projcds - 
that fill'd my Head, I could think of none like 
going a JFelfi Circuit : For happening one Day

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(in Grimly Term) to dine at a fFelJb Judge'i^ 
Houfe, with whom I was acquainted, I mec 
tliere fome Attqrnies of that Country, who, 
in lefs Time than a Man might fay over a Pater^ 
Nojier^ made all that was fct upon the Tal?lc 
invifible ; and then, to make ys amends, enters 
t^in'd us with a f omantick Harangue of the Fe- 
licities of Nortb'TVdes^ wHlch they talk'd bf, 
as if they had been defcribing the Land of Pro- 
mfiy that flow'd with Milk and Honey i nay, 
they wanted little of perfuading me, thatBroad 
Cloth of Twelve Shillings a Yaitl grew upoa 
the Hedges ; an4 every now and then, a Requeft 
^as wedg'd in, that I would come and praftifc 
amongft them. There needed not half fo many 
Arguments, to put me upon a Thing I was 
naturally forward enough to undertake. So the 
Bargain was quickly (truck up, and I fully de- 
termined to vifit ff^ales the very next Circuit. 

But, before I proceed any further, I will firft 
premife fome Account of the Place and Inhabi- 
tants, and then fpeak of my own Treatment

by Chance. 

The higheft Hills that ever I faw in England^ 
fuch as Penygenij Ingleborougb, and the likcj 
are meer Cherry-ftoncs to the Brifijb Alps ; and 
no more to be compared with thcrii, for Stature; 
than a Grafliopper with Goliab of Gaib. So that 
there is not, in the whole World, a People that 
live fo near to; and Jret fo very far from Heaven, 
as the ^i^do: 

You cannot travel from Town to Town, Jxit 
you muft needs take the Clouds in your Way, 
who fo gratefully rcfent your Civility in call- 
ing upon them, that you will have no Occafion 
tti complain they fend you away, dry; for you 
may, at your Journey's End, befhake your 
Cloaths with as good a Grace, as any Water- 
Dog does his fhaggy t^antaldons. 

A Tree challenges as many Lookers on here; 
as a Blazing Star^ or an AfricM Monfter, does 
elfewhere. * And for green Things (Leeks only^ 
excepted^ you might have fcen as many in 
Egypt when the X^ocufts had been rapareeing 
the Country. 

Coaches in many Parts were never fo tnuch 
i^s heard off, nor can the Natives form any 
Ideas of them, that are not as difproportioncd 
to the Truth, as Montezuma^s Conception of the 
Sea, who had never feen any thing longer than 
a Horfe-Pond. Carts are about the Si25e, and 
fomewhat of the Shapcj of Brewers Drays. 

Horfes are no Rarities, but very eafily mif- 
taken for MaftifF-Dogs, unlefs viewed atten- 
tively 5 they will live hatf a Week upon the 
Juice of a Flint-Stone. CFor Grafs and Hay, 

A 3 they 
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they know as little as Oats.) And they will run 
upon the Ridge of a Mountain as thin as the 
Back of a Knife, with as much Security and 
Speedy asan accompIi(h*d Race-Hprfe will exert 
upon New- Market' Heatby or Salj/hnryj Plain. 

Their Beafts are all fmalU except ihpir Wo- 
mca, and their Lice, both which ard (to an Hy- 
perbole) of the larggeft Size. 

They wint not Store of Mutton, that is to- 
lerably Iweet, for Meat {o lean : But Goat^s 
Flefh (as more fuitable to their own raok Con- 
ftitution) has the Preference ; tfaia* forioQtb, 
they call Rock^^emfm. 

Thefe Gpats are fuch excellent Climbers, ths^ 
the only Way, to be familiarly acquainted with 
them, is. to tender your Rcfpefts, by a ,Muf^ 
quetBall. 

Little want is there of Fi(h ; fuch as 9>M/^ 
Guinaidy Salmon^ Lobjlers^ and the like, bat nO 
Mnids to be met with. 

Their Beef is as tou^ as an Artillery Man's 
Coat upon a Training Day, and require3 a very 
Oftrich's Stomach to digeft it. 

You cannot fuppofe they want Pork in a 
Country fo very fwinifli. 

Their Dreffing Viftuals ferves Co verify an 
Old Proverb, That V)here God fends Miai^ Jome 
body elfe willfurmjh them with Cooks. 

Their Houfcs generally confift but of one 
Room, but that plentifully ftocked with Inha» 
bitants ; for befidcs the Proprietors, their Chil- 
dren, and Servants, you fhall have two, or threie 
Swine, and Black Cattle- (White they arc never 
without) under the lame Roof, and hard to fay, 
which are the greater Brutes. 

. Thefe 
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Thcfe Houfcs have Holes dqg in their Sides, 
that fervc them for a double Purpofe, both to 
let ih Light, and to let out Smoalt ; they re- 
ppefent both Windows and Chimnies! For, 
ttbiild a Man haye a Chimney perching on the 
Top of his thatch'd Manfioii there, he would 
fiand tn great Danger of being prickM down for 
High-SheriE 

Cbw-diing ts therr principal Pirins ; and 
the neater Sort ufe Swine's Dotig ihlfead of 
Sbap;. 

Ncceflary Houfes are the Ofhly Places reputed 
Deleft here t Perhaps the fame Pot that boils 
their Food fcrves them for another Ufc. This 
you may affure yourfclf, there is very foft tread- 
isi% near a H^elfh Houfe, for thole that are 
troubled with Corns. In a Word, it is an al> 
Iblute Cataplafm ; but no Carrion will kill a 
Crow. 

Thus iwach for their Habitations ! Now for 
thoft that dwell in them. 

Soffte fuppofe them to be defcended from the 
faftie <::ommon Parents with us ; but to hear 
one of them talk, you would take them tot 
a Sort of Pfi^-Adamites ) nor can there be any 
thing imagined fo troublefome, as a Weljhman^ 
when po(fcfled with the Spirit of Genealogy. 
They are, doubtlcfs, the true Off-fpring of the 
aittient Britom^ and have crept into this ob- 
fcure Corner of the World, no Ways able to 
recompenfc the Toil of Conqucft : They livM 
many Ages undifturbed, and as fafe as a Thief 
in a Mill, till our Edward^ with much a-do, 
cudgeird them into Humanity, and perfaaded 

A 4 them 
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them (fore againft their Will) to live a little 
like the reft of their Neighbours, 

Wolves were formerly as plentiful among 
them, as Pickpockets at a Conventicle, till their 
Princes being obliged to pay a yearly Tribute 
of Three hundred : In Procefs of Time, no 
noxious Vermine, but the Inhabitants were left 
in the Land. 

They have this in common with the Jews^ 
that they ever marry in their own Tribe, which, 
as it is detrimental to them ; fo it is highly ad- 
vantageous to all others. 

Their Language is inarticulate and guttural, 
and founds more like the Gobbling of Geefe, or 
Turkies, than the Speech of rational Creatures. 
It is ftufF'd as full with Aps, as ever you faw 
a Leg of: Veal with Parfly. 

They are fo well vers'd in the Hiftory of their 
Defcents, that you Ihall hear a poor Beggar 
Woman derive her Extraftion from the firft 
Maid of Honour, to Nimrod^s Wife, or clfe (he 
thinks fhe is No-body. 

. If they want a Pewter-Spoon or Porringer in 
their Jioufe, yet will they by no Means be 
without a Pedigree. 

The Itch is more hereditary among them 
than Eftates ; and they have Lice upon all their 
Bodies. To remedy the former of^thefc In- 
conveniencies (the other is not reputed any) 
they anoint thcmfelvcs fo profufely with Brim- 
llone, that their Shirts and Shifts might almoft 
ferve inftead of Card-Matches ; fo that they arc 
intolerable Company, if once they get the 
> Wind of you. 

They arc fuch great Lovers of Cleanlinefi, 
that they never fhift above four Times a Year, 

and 
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^nd that exaftly ufk>n Quarter-^Day, exoepC it 
happen to be Leap-" Year. 

Moft of the middle (and all the meaner^ Sort^ 
are as abfolute Strangers to Shoes and Stockings^ 
as to moral Honefty : Whereby their Legs and 
Feet become in Time fo callous^ that nardly 
any thing will hurt them. 

For their Chriftianity (if youMl believe iVr- 
tullian) they came by it very early s but, like 
an old *Coat» it is ndw grown fo thread-bare^ 
that you can hardly make it out, that there 
cfver was fuch a Thing as Chriftianity among 
them. 

They preface every thing, with Got and Sfi 
^apby know ; which Saint was a very worthy 
Gaitleman^ that could play at Back-fword 
well. You may- read of him plentifully in that 
excellent Book, csAVd^ The Hiftoryof.tbefeven 
Champions \ to which 1 refer you for further 
Information. 

Their moft ufual Imprecations are thefe ; 
May bur never wear Leek more ; May bur he 
eboaked witb . toajied Cbeefe \ and the Ttpbil bite 
bur Head off. 

Their Churches fomewhat refembled the 
Jevnjh Tabernacle converted into a Pidgeon- 
houfe. Their Pews look exadly like the Pens 
for Geefe, Calves, and Hogs in Rumf or d- market^ 
or fVeft^Smithfield. And there it is, that (by 
Way of Ornament, not Ufc} they depofit ihofe 
few Bibles they have. 

Their Pulpits (generally the Trunk of fome 
hollow Tree) are badly covered, and worfe 
lined. Their Priefts (which are made of the 
vilcft of the People^ have juft Latin enough to 
itititle them to the Benefit of the Clergy, and 

no 
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np more. Itc/t Gntky it fuffices them to hMt 
heard there is fuch a Thing in the Worlds tiirf 
i^ever ti^able chcmlUtes aibout h. Hebrm^j they 
are the beft quaKfied fbr that can be, parttjr 
m Regard of ditir own guttural Proinonciatfofi) 
and partly becaofe its Roots flourifli beft in bar-* 
ren Ground ; but they ate as abfolute Stratigbl'a 
IB it J as thi itfl: crf*the undrcumcifed World. 

Yep ic i9 mie to fee any of them withoue 
the Rubriek, and Cambtidgi Arms, Lutem & 
Pocida^ Fire, and Cixpi m Aeir Faces j Xo very 
confor^iable are they. 

Their Surplices are full as coarfe (and atoeft 
a^ "v^hite) as Gurmens Frocks ; you wotild take 
them for fph'itual Muckenders, for they are per* 
petually ^ipmg thetr Nofes on them. 

Five Marks a Year will creditably and com- 
fortably maintain one of chofe illiterate Sir Johns i 
his Wife* and fix Children ; nor do they de-^ 
fcrve one Penny more than they have. They 
are uliiverfally the Sow-gdlders and Ak-hoiife- 
keepers of their rcfpcaive Parifhes. 

I heard a Parfon recommend, in pnblick, a 
Woman that had the Frencb-pox^ fifft to the 
Mercies of God, in his Prayer, next to the 
Charity of all pious wdl-<}ifpofed Chriftians, that 
knew not hiw foon it might be their own 
Condition. 

At Penmorihey^ fome of our younger Sort 
fent one. Evening. for a FicUer ; and who do you 
think fliould come, but the Reverend Doctor 
of the Parifli ? who puU'd a fmall fqueaking 
Inftrument CmtfcallM a Violin) out ofaSHtin 
hb Caflbck, and began to make as good Me- 
lody as three or four Cats in a Garret at Mid- 
night. A Pcrfon prefent threw a Cake of 

Butter 
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Butter »thim, wkkh fo obnulsilailed one Sida 
of his E^clefiaftical Chops, be threatened to 
complain to his Diocefan, who was a Juftice 
of Peace, but was foon (lopped by a Prefcnt of 
fix Pence*, a Sight, I foppofe, he had not been 
Wefs'd with fince laft Eafter-Offerings, After 
which, hfi was fo very pliant to the Humours of 
the Cotnpany, that you mi^t, widK>ut Offence^ 
have kiclc^ him like a Foot-ball. 

You may expe<9:, but will not find, any Ringjs 
of Bdla here \ yet mod of their Churches have 
one^ about the Bigneis ot a large Candleilick^ 
hung upon (not in^ a Thing like a Steeple, as 
a Muihroom is a Millpoft : This is generally 
rung out upon any joyful News. 

I remember once we had a Church-warden's 
Accounts canvas*d in Court, and, among other 
Thing3^ there are thefe that follow. 

i/ew, three Perjce for a twifted Hay-Rope to 
the Bell at St. Mary's Church. 

Jum^ feven Pence for a .Gate^ to keep of 
Thomas Ap Rkhard*s Cow from devouring the 
aforefaid Rope^ 

Their Church-yards ferve the Dead for a Bu*. 
rybg, and the Living for a Daneing-place, and 
that every Sunday ; for there you fliall fee a 
blind Harper mounted upon a Grave-ftone,mak- 
ing admirable Harmony, and furrounded by the 
Long-ear*d Tribe, like another Orpheus amongft 
the Beafts. 

For their civil Govenment, it is after the 
Model of England \ bur, in many Things, 
as much varies from it, as the Turkijh Alcoran 
does from the Scotch Diredory. 

They have Judges of their own, that carry 
with them, in their Circuits, an itinerant Chan- 
cery, 
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eery, King^s-Bcnchi Common- Pleas, and Ex- 
chequer: fo that the fame Hand that inflidts the 
Wound, at common Law^ applies the Equity 
Pkifteralfo. 

In three Weeks Time they will fiie a Man td 
an Out-lawry, It is the Form of one of their 
Proclamations 5 Morgan Cadwalader^ Gent; 
come fdrth and anfwrer to Jane dp Rice (VilliamSi 
in a Plea of Dower, of clfe you lofe three Kine^ 
Price Fifteen Shillings; 

^ They are very favourable to their own Goun- 
try-men, and will by no M^ns fubje6k them 
, to any capital Punifhment i an Inftance of which 
we had in our Circuit, where We could not hang 
one Man. There Was a Fellow indiAed for 
Sheep-ftealing, and a very pregnant Evidence of 
his Guilt produc*dj yet the thick-lcull'd Jury 
brought him in guilty of .Man-flaughter. But 
Strangers are not to exped: fueli fair Quarter. 

Their Civil Aftions are brought upon very 
frivolous Accounts. As for your Hens fcraping 
up a Daify in your Neighbour's Garden ; for i, 
Phillip on the^Nofe; for faying you are no true 
Weljhmans and the like. 

No Man will appear there* either upon a 
Jury, or a Witnefs, unlefs he be calPd by his 
Addition of Quality, as well as Name ; a^ 
Hu^ OweHy Efq; Evan Roberts^ Gent, nay, it 
has been known, that when my Lords the Judges 
have in their Circuits been, fo crowded, ais to be 
well nigh ftifled upon the Bench ; and the 
Sheriff has found all his Mandates to keep the 
King*s Peace, upon Pain of Rebellion, invalid* 
he has at laft been forc*d to cry. All you tha-C 
arc Gentlemen of Waks^ and ancient Britons^ 

ftand

jObatid ofr> and keep your Diftance \ ^hich has 
eficiftually done the Bufmcfs. 

They are of a hot, cholerick Temper, and 
will, upon a Word's fpeaking, run at you with 
their Knives full drive. But as their 'Valour is 
ifoon kindled, fo it as quickly evaporates. 

For their Women, they are happy that know 
them pnly by Report ; for to have to do with 
then) is, in a literal Senfe,» to be guilty of the 
Sin of tJncle^nnefs. 

Reading i^ a valuable Accomplilhmentamongd: 
both Se3|:es \ but, to be able to write too, makes 
them prefently commence Rabbies : for many, 
even of the better Sort, thjnk themfelves no 
mean Scholars, if they have once atuin'd to be 
able to fet their Marks to a Deed. 

Their Wenches unfpitMeat with their naked 
Teeth, which are foil as fweet as plean \ fo that 
had Cornelius -^grippa feen Wales ^ *ti§ more than 
probable, he had rank'4 their Cpokery amongfi: 
Iiis Vanities of Sciences. 

Butter is there of a dark yellowifh Complexion, 
mix'd with green; and you muft hold your 
Nofe in your own Defence, before you can 
put it into your Mouth. However, *tis very 
good to greafe Cart-wheels. 

Eggs bear no Price, unlefs they have Chicl^en? 
in them, and then they are as much coveted, as 
Green Peafe in January by a Big-bellied Wo- 
man, or Spiders by a lick Monkey. 

Tpafted Chqefe epitomizes all Dainties with 
them ; and they eat it with as much Luxury as 
the Scotch do Steenbarnack^ or the Iri/h^ Bonnie 
clabber. It is made of Cows Milk, mixt with 
that of Goats, Bitches, and Mares ; fo that 
^n Endijhman would a9 foon chpofe to dine 

With 
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with a hangry ^artar^ upon Sun-burnt Hbrfc- 
Fleih, as put a Bit of it into his Mouth. 

Fork^ tncy never ufe, looking upon Fingers 
as the noore priraitiTe Inftitution. 

Their Liquor is of a pale deceitful Complexion, 
but as treacherous in its Efl^fts,' as the worft of 
thofe that either brew or ufe it. 

To fum up their Charaftcr in one Word : 

They live lazily and heathcniffily ; they eat 
and drink naftily, lodge hardly, fnore pro- 
foundly, belch perpetually, (hift rarely, loufc 
frequently, and fmoke Tobacco evcrlaftingly. 

An Account of my Entertainment amongft 
*cm muft now enfue. 

I had no fooncr pafled the River Hee^ but I 
began, to grow fenfible I was not in England ; 
for the Country, I was got into, look'd no more • 
like it, than if a Man had been in America^ or 
the moft uninhabited Parts of Arabia.

Miles ; for every one of them was a complete 
Dutcb League. 

I had not gone above a third part of the Way, 
•ere my Horfe teft a Shoe, an ordinary Misfor- 
tune in that rocky Country. I defired the Judge

fip feby till he was fkod, but he told me he could 
qoc, for he was oblig'd, by fiieb an Hour, w 
meet his Brodier at theXity of Dhi^ J^m^hayt 
(a Place I ihall no inore forget, than a Parlia- 
Dicnt Soldier Edge-HiU or Marft^f^PMr) which, 
as he faid) lay ftratc on, and was but fix Miles 
dift^nt. I ordered my Man to book it down^ 
to preyent Miftakea s and expelled to fi«id a 
Place, at leaft, twice as Ug as Sbnwfiwj^* 
Well^ I got my Beaft fliod, with mach ado, 
by a Tery Beaft as himfelf : a Smith that could 
fpeak no more EngUJb than a Dromedary, and 
wo^k^d at leaft three Fathom under ground, like 
the ancient Tregkidites^ Herohius and StnAq 
mention* 

The firft Objeft I met, I had like to have 
fni^ook for a Piece of German Clock-work i 
his Head, Hands, and Feet, all kept Timei 
. whilft he put himfelf to no lefs Pains dian Hir* 
chU^ in cleanfing the Augean Stables, to make a 
living Ai^imaton^ caird a £^, or Horfe, 
ipove. The Creature appear'd thoroughly to hav« 
iinbib'd theDodrine of Pafiive Obedience, and 
no more valued his Rider's Stripes and Kkks^ 
than the French King does the Duke of Modena \ 
but ftill preferv'd, in his Pace, a Majefiick 
SfMifi^ Gravity : It look'd as if lineally defcended 
from Fraife Ged hare Bonesj and was fo grofs an 
Idolater, that almoft every Moment it bowed 
down to Stocks and Stones. Friend, lays I, 
whichis tbeWay to the City of iXnas Mtmtbaye f 
He f^ryey'd me wkh as great Attention, as if 
he defigned to draw my Pidure, for a fuU 
Quvt«r of an Hour ; and then comforted me 
with a Biggon Comrague^ Dimfarjhicli^ u e. fas 
I W»s afterwards told) I can/pgakyfdOi, buina 

Engliih. 
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Englifh. At laft, riding on (after not a few 
perplexing Fears) I was got into the Middle of 
the City, enquiring the Way to it } till a Wo- 
man, that had Shoes and Stockings on (whom, 
for that Reafon, I took to be a Perfon of Qua- 
lity) told me I was in the High-Street. Caftmg 
my Wonder-ftruck Eyes about here and there, 
by fome half Pikes, that over-topp*d a fmall 
Cottage, I began to perceive my Judge was got 
into his Grandeur, and fo it prov'd. 

I found him in the Uppermoft Room of the 
Houfe (that had notwithftanding a Clay Floor) 
* which was hung with as noble and elegant Ta* 
peftry as ever Spider's Room produced. 

The Porridge-pot (bold as it was) fac'd his 
Majefty's prime Commiffioners of Oyer and 
Terminer J without the Icaft Appearance of Shame : 
but the Broom, as if good Houfewifery were 
quite out of Countenance, was modeflly retir'd 
into a Corner, behind the Door. It had two 
Beds at the Upper-end, a Goat and two Pigs at 
the Lower-end, and a Fire*p]ace in the Middle. 
His iiordihip bad me welcome, and told me I 
came in Pudding Time, for they were juft going 
to Dinner, and ftay'd only for Mr. Mayor :

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Hewasof aPrefcnce fufficiently auguft and 
y^nierable, for he h^ juft fiich a Face as our 
Sign.Poft-Daubers give King Harry Vlll. of 
glorious Memory ; and it tnight be divided, as 
UT.Jiejlin ha^ done the Kingdom of Poland^ 
into' Wood-Land and Champion t The nether- 
mdft Part was lamentably over-grown with 
Hair, which much refembled Bafat a Baker, His 
Hat might be Worth about two Groats, for 
the Kitchen-ftuflT that was on it ; but, fetting 
alide that, the whole Inventory of his Wearing 
Apparel had been over-rated at Six-pence. His 
Cloatbs hung about him like Bandileecs or 
Saufages ; and, to fpeak the Truth, he was the 
raggedeA: Dog of a Magiftrate that ever my 
Eyes beheld. 

However, the Judges gave him the Right-*- 
hand of Fellowfhip, and fet him at the Upper 
End of the Table, where, after a little of the 
i^^ Ale had invaded his Pericranium^ his 
Tongue run as nimbly as Wild-fire, and that 
fo Very long, that the Philofophers, who were 
at a Liofs for perpetual Motion, might, have 
found it there. 

I remember (amongft other Things^ pointing 
to a Houfe' over the Way, that the Sun Ihonc 
thro* in about five and forty Places (and where 
one would have thought a Dog, or a Cat, 
could not have fubfifted a Fortnight without 
catching Cold) Got knows (fays my old Gentle- « 
maja) bur Family has fionrijh^a there tbefe Eleven 
Hundred Tears. 

From thence we departed, after Dinner, for 
the Town of Dolgeltblie^ in Merioneth/hire^ 
where we kept our firft AfTizes, or (to fpeak in 
their Language) Great Seflions. 

B III 
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Ih cur Paflage, upon the Brow of a Moun* 
tain, we were met by the Hi^h-Shcriff, at the 
Head of the Gentry : They were fudi as would 
hardly have pafs'd Muftcr.For petty Conftables 
here ; biit there it was cveiy one, Colonel fuch*a- 
one, and Juftice fuch a one. They were mounted 
upon little Kefiels, about a Cubit and half high, 
to which a Scotch Galway, or Irijh Garron, 
look'd Vikt Bucephalus himfelf } but what they 
wanted in Staturg was abundantly fuppIyM with 
the Length of Mtihe and Tail,>nd a aeep Chan- 
nel between every Brace of Ribs. 

This Town of Dolgelthlie had fevefal 
TKings very remarkable belonging to it ; of 
which, the moft memorable were thcfc. 

Pirft^ It was wall'd with Walls fix Miles 
high, meaning a Ridge of Rocks that envi- 
roned it : And they were fuch, Til afliirc yoa» 
as would have bid Defiance to Hannibal and 
all his Vinegar, 

Then We came into it under Water, and out 
of it over Water. A boarded Chahricl con- 
veyed a fmall River over our Heads ; and wc 
went out of it over a Bridge, More An^icano. 

Then the Steeple grew. There was but one 
Bell, a mere Tintinnabulum, and that hung in a 
Tree, which, to do the Country Right, was 
the only Tree I fa w growing there: For, fet- 
ting afide^ that, I did not fee livinff Timber 
enough to make a Whipping- Poft of. 

Laftly^ There were more Alc-houfes than 
Houfes in it ; for every Houfe was fubdivided 
into divers little Tenements, each of which fold 
Drink apart. 

Surrounded by a vaft Tribe of the bare-footed 
Regiment, we got, at length, tO our Lodgings ^ 

where 
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where I dcfired my Landlady fo (hew me a 

fpod ftoom: That Jball yoti bave^ fays flie. Got 
nows : . Andfuch ckone as Chrift nor Saint David 
€ver lodged in. And in that (he fpoke nothing 
but Truth i for it was a Ground-Chamber, 
whpfc Walls looked as if they had catch'd the 
Leprofy. They were piaiftered widi Mortar 
of twenty different Sorts * of Colours •, and at 
the Bed's-head was a Cranny, through which 
the Wind diluted with Force enough to blow 
off* a Man's Night-cap. 

No Icfs than a whole Cart-load of monumen- 
tal Timber was carv*d into my Bed-ftead ; and 
it was to be afcended by a L4adder of fix or 
eight Steps 5 fo that it was highly neceffary for 
a Man to make his ^A^i^ before he went into it, 
left, if h? had tumbled out in the Nigbt, he had 
twakeo'd in another World the next Morning, 
as infallibly he muft have done. 

The Ticking was fo obdurate, that it fecmed 
to be quilted with Flint-ftones inftead of Fea- 
thers V and perfeftly drew Inden-tures in my 
Flefh/ 

UixMi the Tcafter, a whole Race of IFdJh 
Spidew, defcendcd, as I prefume, from the 
grc2LtCadwalader^ hung in Clutters, ready to 
drop into my Mouthi if I flept with it open. 

I had a Pair of Sheets laid on as coarfeasany 
Nutmeg-grater : I wifli, to my Comfprt, I could 
have faid they had been half as clean i for they 
looked of as dimfy a Complexion, as if they had 
fcrubb'd half the Keffels, or Horfcs, in the 
Country with them. When I cxpreflfcd my 
Diflatisfaaion, and told my Landlady, I did, 
at lead, depend upon the Civility of a Pair of 
clean Sheets, as being us'd to wear pretty good 
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] nen : She reply'd, Got kkoius^ I need- not he Jb 

nice ; they bad not been lain in hut fix or eight 

Weeks ; Jhe took them frejh off her Husband" $ 

Bed. And then, you Know, I had no Reafdn 

* to complain. 

Well — -in I got, but could no more fleep, 
than if I had been in R^gulus^s Barrel, or Lit- 
tle eafc •,' for I had a Regiment or two of Fleas 
immediately at free Quarter upon me ; which 
prov'd fuch admirable Phlebotomifts, that I 
hardly knew myfelf next Morning, when I 
came to confult a Looking- glafs. And. they 
may talk what they will of their black Cattle, I 
. am fure I found fome of a different Cbmplexion 
next Morning ; and, in a Week's Time, I 
was grown fo complete a Grazier, th^t I could 
have ftock'd e'er a Tartar in the County. . My 
Judge lodged in fomewhat a better Room over- 
'head ; and following him down Stairs one Day, 
I had the Luck to find an over-grown Loufeof 
the firft Magnitude, on his Scarlet Robes. I 
was at firft ftrongly tempted to lay violentiHEands 
on it, for its Audacity ; but at laft refolved to 
let it alone ; concluding it muft needs, ibme 
Time or other, fall into the Hands of Juftice ; 
as no doubt but it did, though unknown to 
me. 

My Man they cramm'd into a Hole ih'the 
Roof of the Houfe, the Hieroglyphick of an 
Oven, much about the Size of an Englijh Hen- 
rooft ; where notwichftanding, as he told me 
himfelf, he made a Shift to enjoy a more com- 
fortable Repofe than his Mafter could meet 
with. 

But this was not all : Misfortunes rarely come 
iin^e : In the Middle of the Night (wantmg 

the

the ufual Fortifications of Lock and Bolt to m% 
Chamtier Door) in comes a great Sow,» who, I 
fuppofe, had been Tenant in Poffcffion there 
before, and came to claim a Re-entry. She was 
fo very big, that I was horribly afraid Ihe would 
have pigg*d under my Bed : With this grunting 
Chamber-fellow I was oblig'd to pafs over the 
Night, but never in my whole Life before 
pray'd either fo heartily, or fo often, Pbofpbon 
^ redde Diem. 

Next Morning, occafionally confulting a Bit 
of Looking-glafs that was pafted up againft 
the Wall (in which a Pigmy could not fee his 
Phiz, but by Synecbdocbe) I found I was grown 
an abfolute Stranger x,o my own Countenance, fo 
miferably had my Cannibals excoriated and dif- 
figured it. 

When I got up I call'd for a Bafon of Water, 
to fee if the liquia Element would contribute any 
thing towards meliorating my Looks. The 
Wench (to fhew the Franknefs of her Temper) 
brings no lefs than a Pailful, but fo very dirty, 
that (excepting her own Face) I faw nothing 
likelier to turn a Man's Stomach in a Morning 
failing. All that I fliall fay of my Towel iis. 
That it was very correfpondent to my Sheets. 

I next fent out for a Barber (refolving to fet 
the beft Face upon Matters I could) and, in 
about half and Hour's Time, in comcs-a grea- 
fy Fellow, fwift to fhed innocent Blood, who, 
in a trice, from a portable Cupboard, call'd 
his Codpiece, pulls out a Woollen Night- Cap 
.(that fmelt very much of human Sweat and 
Candle-^eafe) and about two Ells of Towel- 
ing, of fo coarfc a Thread, that they might 

B' 3 well 
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well have feiVd a zealous Cathoiick inftead ot 
a penitential Hair-Cloth. 

After fome fumbling, he pulls out a Thing 
lie call'd a Razor, but both by the Looks and 
EfFefts, one would ealily have miftaken it for 
a Chopping- Knife ^ and with pure Strength of 
Hand, in a fliort time, he lhav*d me fo clean» 
that not only the Hairs of my Face, but my very 
Skin was become invifiWe •, for he left me not 
fufficient to make a Patch for znjEtbiopian Lady 
of Pleafure : I gave him a fmall Piece, bearing 
Cafar^s Image and Superfcription ; at which he 
doff *d me fo low a Bow, that the very Clay 
Floor was indented with his Knuckles, and fo 
lie feverendJy rook his Leave. 

Going into the Kitchen, which was as near 
my Chamber as might be, I found my Land* 
lady preparing for a very nice Piece of Ox>kery, 
and that was to make a Fricafee of Chickens, 
by the Help of a Whiftle that fummon'd alfo 
her Maids and Hogs. The young Family were 
foon got to the Rendezvous ; and when {he 
faw a full Appearance, a good Billet, artificially 
manag'd, made the Mittimus o{ about Half 
a Dozen of them in a Moment's Space \ both 
their Feathers and Skins were ftripp'd, and the. 
poor Creatures handled with more Barbarity, 
than a London Hangman ever us*d a Traitor's 
Body. ' 

Whilft I flood in a brown Study, contem- 
plating her Neamefs, I was on a fudden fur- 
prized with a Noife, much refembling that of 
Coopers, Trunk-makers, Pewterers, and Tin- 
kers, in Concert : In a Word, Babel itfelf never 
product a more confus'd or inharmonious 
Jargon. 

Upon 
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Upon putting my Head out of the Windowi 
I found it was a Company of their Mliitiay 
manching into a Valley to per&rm their Ej^er- 
cife : they did fo exceedingly revive in my Me- 
mory the Black-Guards, that I was feme Bioie 
before I could perfuade myfelf I was not at 
Cbaring-Crofs^ 

They went as the unclean Beads eqter'd the 
Ark, by Couples ; moft of them had Swords 
ftuck in the Waiftband of their Breeches for 
want of more regular Belts ; f hey had Quirc3 ojf 
brown Paper fticqh*d upon their Stomachs to 
keep off Bullets ; and about two Thirds of them 
were arm*d with Birding-pieces, as if they were 

Sjoing to make War with the Sparrows, Field- 
ares, and Jackdaws ; the reft carried long Poles, 
mii(call*d Pikes: their Colours feem'd to be 
patch'd together out of fome old Dameux Cur- 
tains ; what their Imprefs was I could not learn. 
Their Drums were Pails and fmall Tubs, headed 
with Pedigrees, which made a terrible Noife ; 
their Officers, Jor Pifl;i^)fl:ion^ inftead of Scarves 
and Corfl^^s^ wor^ g^c j^nohes of Leeks in 
their H^. When their liTarnes were call'd 
over, ypu >vould have concluded you had heard 
the ^pl^cr-roll of Xerxes*s Army, but 'twas 
only, ';f9ffy (^ praJerga mbiH. 

As 3[jcaj^ my Eyes around, I efpied an Objcd^, 
that methoijgbts (in regard of his rueful Looks, 
and wretched Habit) was intitled to Compaffion, 
if not Charity $ ^nd he feem*d with a very 
moving, tho' dumb Rhetorick, to invite me to 
a Conference ; but, blefs me ! How eafily are 
we Mortals miftaken ? This very individual nu- 
merical Animal, who was the abfolute Hiero- 
glyphick of a Scar-crow, inftead ^of afkitig me

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an Alms, as I verily expeAed, came Xa pre^r 
me a Fee, or rather Bribe \ for it feems, Totne 
malicious Neighbours of his had a Month's 
Mind to make him High- Sheriff of the County, 
he being a fubftantial Gentleman, worth Sixty 
Pounds fer Annumy and he was defirous to ufe 
my fuppofed Intetiell with the Judges to get 
him excus'd. 

Thus was lintroduc*d into the Circuit ; what 
ilirther memorable Paflages did occur in, and 
out of Court, I defign, if this meets with a 
friendly Reception, to make the Subieft of a 
Second Part, and fo for the prefcnt fliall give a 
little Repofe (o my Pen and FingersrcndE, 
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TEirly peloved Prethren -, I an here 
among you to make a creat Preach- 
ment upon a read Body : My Text is
